The  Indianapolis 

•  Contrary  to  what  was  stated  in 
"Four  Nights  Of  Terror"  by  Rich- 
ard Newcomb  (August),  the  survi- 
vors of  the  USS  Indianapolis  were 
not  taken  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Hospital 
on  Samar.  I  was  a  corpsman  on 
Samar  when  the  rescued  seamen 
were  brought  to  U.  S.  Navy  Fleet 
Hospital  #114,  Guiwan,  Samar. 
Richard  Newcomb  has  given  a  poi- 
gnant account  of  one  of  the  most 
tragic  disasters  in  our  Naval  history.

•  Re:  Richard  F.  Newcomb's  "Four 
Nights  Of  Terror,"  I  would  like  to 
express  a  concern  that  I  have  har- 
bored for  36  years.  In  July  1945, 
I  was  a  quartermaster  aboard  a  LSM 
underway  between  Ulithi  Atoll  and 
Leyte.  The  article  states  that  no 
SOS  was  sent  by  the  Indianapolis 
prior  to  her  sinking.  However,  our 
radioman  reported  an  SOS,  longi- 
tude, latitude,  and  the  call  letters 
CA35.  We  verified  this  and  plotted 
the  location,  compared  our  position 
en  route  to  Leyte — about  a  half-day 
ahead  of  the  Indianapolis.  It  was 
the  decision  of  our  command  to  call 
Guam,  report  the  SOS  and  our  loca- 
tion. We  were  ordered  to  continue 
our  course  and  maintain  radio  si- 
lence. Ours  was  a  203-foot  landing 
craft.  Although  we  could  not  have 
provided  all  needed  services,  we 
could  have  rescued  some  survivors 
from  the  sea.  It  was  not  until  my 
discharge,  in  1946,  that  my  question- 
ing of  this  incident  began,  which 
reading  your  article  has  rekindled.

The  author  responds:  There  has 
never  been  verification  of  a  message 
from  CA35  after  she  was  torpedoed, 
although  I  have  seen  half  a  dozen 
such  claims  in  my  30  years  with  this 
subject.  There  was  a  court  martial 
at  Guam  within  days  of  the  sinking, 
and  a  court  martial  of  Captain  McVay 
in  December  1945,  together  with  a 
special  investigation  by  the  Navy 
Inspector  General.  These  records 
run  to  thousands  of  pages.  I  have

Should  Congress  End 

The  Earnings  Limitations  For  Social  Security?

The  earnings  limitation 
is  a  counterproductive  measure  that 
removes  an  option  that  enables  re- 
tirees to  adapt  to  a  changing  eco- 
nomic environment.  The  cost  of  liv- 
ing has  increased  dramatically  in 
the  past  several  years  and  has 
made  the  ability  to  obtain  basic 
needs  an  increasingly  difficult 
thing  to  do.  Social  Security  recipi- 
ents should  have  the  opportunity 
to  improve  their  lives  without  feel- 
ing that  their  work  is  only  marginally  beneficial. 

The  earnings  limitation  should  be  removed.  First, 
this  limitation  has  always  had  a  negative  effect  on 
productivity.  It  penalizes  those  who  wish  to  continue 
being  active,  productive  citizens  and  fosters  an  uncre- 
ative  attitude.  If  there  is  one  thing  America  needs 
today,  it  is  increased  productivity  in  all  areas  of  busi- 
ness, industry  and  government. 

Phasing  out  the  earnings  test  for  retirees  will  pro- 
vide additional  incentive  to  work  beyond  retirement.  I 
believe  that  the  experience,  knowledge  and  expertise  of 
our  older  citizens  are  among  America's  greatest  re- 
sources. We  should  encourage  our  older  citizens  to  con- 
tinue to  lead  productive  lives,  not  make  it  difficult  for 
them  to  contribute. 

Under  the  current  law,  if  the  earnings  of  a  beneficiary 
aged  65  to  72  exceed  $5,500  annually,  Social  Security 
benefits  are  reduced  one  dollar  for  each  two  dollars 
earned  above  that  amount.  This  is  a  severely  restrictive 
harness  placed  on  retirees  who  want  to  supplement  their 
incomes.  In  a  period  of  rapidly  escalating  prices,  it  is 
often  essential  that  beneficiaries  return  to  the  work 
place.  The  earnings  limitation  represents  a  significant 
disincentive  for  deciding  on  this  option. 

We  must  never  lose  sight  of  the  original  purpose  of 
the  Social  Security  system:  to  provide  a  stable  base 
around  which  working  men  and  women  can  plan  for 
their  retirement  years.  As  the  system  exists  now,  this 
stable  base  is  quickly  eroding.  The  present  crisis  is  in- 
escapable. However,  we  should  provide  for  flexibility  in 
the  system  that  will  allow  retirees  to  adapt  to  changing 
situations. 

The  removal  of  the  earnings  limitation  will  not  only 
give  our  senior  citizens  incentives  to  be  vital  contribu- 
tors to  their  nation's  work  force,  but  will  also  have  the 
dual  benefit  of  providing  additional  tax  revenues  that 
can  help  offset  the  impending  deficit. 

Leaders  of  the  nation  made  a  commitment  to  the 
American  people  to  make  every  effort  to  ensure  that 
our  senior  citizens  will  not  be  penalized  because  they 
choose  to  remain  in  or  reenter  the  work  force.  The 
removal  of  the  earnings  limitation  can  be  a  key  link  in 
giving  our  older  citizens  a  vote  of  confidence  and  in 
opening  the  door  to  their  financial  security.

If  Social  Security  is  in 
financial  trouble,  the  last  thing  it 
needs  is  a  scheme  like  the  "elimi- 
nation of  the  earnings  test,"  which 
would  benefit  well-to-do  recipients 
at  the  expense  of  the  average  re- 
tired worker. 

Raising  the  amount  of  money  re- 
tired persons  can  earn  to  augment 
their  Social  Security  benefits  is 
fine.  In  fact,  the  present  ceiling  of 
$5,500  a  year  is  too  low,  and  I  fa- 
vor increasing  that  level  so  those  who  have  retired  from 
full-time  jobs  can  earn  extra  money.  But  the  earnings 
level  should  not  be  eliminated  so  that  well-off  people 
can  pretend  to  be  "retired"  .  .  .  collecting  Social  Securi- 
ty and  still  earning  high  salaries  at  full-time  Work. 

Social  Security  benefits  are  an  earned  right  for  eligi- 
ble workers — not  a  windfall  for  those  who  don't  need 
them. 

The  Administration  would  cut  the  Social  Security 
benefits  of  many  Americans.  Yet  neatly  tucked  in 
among  these  many  harsh  cuts  is  an  ill-advised  in- 
crease in  benefits — an  increase  that  will  help  only  a 
select  few.  This  increase  is  in  the  form  of  the  Adminis- 
tration's plan  to  eliminate  the  "earnings  test"  or  more 
properly,  the  retirement  test — since  we're  talking  about 
people  who  really  aren't  retired  after  all — but  who'll 
get  Social  Security  benefits  anyway  under  the  Admin- 
istration's plan. 

The  group  that  will  receive  this  increase  is  a  select 
few — like  high  paid  professionals  or  well-off  corporate 
executives  who  aren't  forced  out  of  their  jobs  by  age 
requirements,  as  are  many  other  workers.  This  select 
group  can  continue  full-time  employment  beyond  age 
65  by  choice,  earning  unlimited  outside  salary  and  still 
receiving  Social  Security  checks. 

Unbelievable  as  it  sounds,  members  of  Congress  who 
earn  $61,000  a  year  and  who  are  over  62  years  of  age, 
would,  under  the  Administration's  plan,  be  able  to  col- 
lect Social  Security  while  still  in  Congress,  if  they  had 
previous  work  covered  by  Social  Security.  There  are  47 
members  of  Congress  who  are  over  62  and  could  quali- 
fy for  Social  Security  benefits. 

The  same  goes  for  seven  out  of  nine  Supreme  Court 
Justices  who  earn  about  $89,000  a  year.  Even  the  Presi- 
dent, at  70  years,  earning  $200,000  a  year,  could  qualify! 

Who  would  bear  the  cost  of  removing  the  earnings 
test?  Those  workers  earning  between  $8,000  and 
$25,000,  that's  who — the  working  people  who  pay  the 
bulk  of  Social  Security  taxes.  How  are  these  Americans 
going  to  take  the  news  from  the  Administration  that 
their  Social  Security  taxes  will  be  used  to  pay  hand- 
some, tax-free  supplements  to  people  earning  salaries 
of  $50,000  and  higher?  I  don't  think  they  will  take  it  very 
well — with  good  reason.  Because  it's  unfair.

Keep  Alert  To  Financial  Changes 

It  will  pay  you  to  become  a  serious  student  of  financial  pages  and 
economic  literature  in  the  months  ahead,  because: 

1)  A  series  of  bank  deregulations  has  begun,  which  will  culminate  in  1985 
with  the  final  removal  of  interest-rate  ceilings;  2)  federal  taxes  are  being 
cut,  and  3)  it  will  be  much  easier  to  set  up  your  own  retirement  plan. 

The  upshot:  Every  sector  of  the  financial  community  will  be  trying  to  lure 
your  money  with  some  sort  of  deal  or  package.  While  that  puts  you  in  the 
driver's  seat  (providing  you're  a  saver,  of  course) ,  don't  rush  into  any 
program  that  superficially  looks  inviting  without  first  considering: 

1.,  Your  overall  financial  picture.  Do  you  need  income  now,  or  can  you 
safely  make  longer-term  commitments?  Do  you  need  an  insured  investment, 
or  can  you  take  minor  risks?  How  will  taxes  affect  your  decision  (some 
tax-free  investments  may  be  of  little  benefit  to  you)? 

2.  Your  knowledge  of  financial  lingo.  Brush  up  on  the  fine  points  of 
terminology. 

3.  Whether  professional  advice  is  worthwhile.  Suggestions  from  your 
lawyer,  accountant  or  banker  may  be  beneficial. 

Conversely,  if  you  expect  to  borrow,  rather  than  save,  prepare  yourself 
for  continuing  very  stiff  costs. 

Home  Moving  Easier  In  Months  Ahead 

If  you're  moving  your  household  in  the  next  couple  of  months — especially 
if  the  move  is  across  state  lines — the  expense  and  trauma  may  be  eased 
a  bit.  Here's  why: 

•  Government  regulations  have  been  changed  recently  to  give  interstate 
movers  more  flexibility  in  their  services  and  encourage  competition. 

•  There's  been  a  decline  in  household  moves  in  the  last  couple  of  years, 
so  movers  are  eager  to  get  your  business. 

•  From  now  until  spring  is  the  slack  season. 
Here's  what  movers  now  will  do: 

Give  you  a  binding  estimate  (sometimes  this  means  a  higher  price;  but 
many  won't  charge  extra) .  Discount  deals  are  prevalent.  There's  also  a  plan 
whereby  you  can  ship  by  volume  rather  than  weight,  if  that's  to  your 
advantage.  And  for  an  additional  payment,  many  will  guarantee  pickup 
and  delivery  dates  and  pay  a  penalty  for  delays. 

As  for  insurance:  Interstate  carriers  are  liable  for  600  per  pound  per 
article  for  loss  or  damage,  based  on  depreciated  value.  However,  you  can 
buy  full  coverage.  Before  you  do  it,  though,  check  whether  your  homeowners 
policy  already  covers  such  losses,  or  whether  you  can  add  a  rider. 

If  you're  moving  within  your  own  state,  the  laws  of  that  state  apply.  Cur- 
rently they  vary  widely,  but  there's  a  trend  to  bring  them  into  line  with 
federal  regulations — meaning  more  flexibility  and  rate  competition. 


Help  For  Inflation  Woes 


Quick  Math:  How  long  will  it  take  today's  inflation  rate  to  double  current 
price  levels?  How  fast  can  you  double  your  money  at  15  percent  compound 
interest?  Here's  how  to  make  an  easy  approximation: 

Divide  70  for  for  finer  tuning — 72)  by  the  interest  rate  to  get  an  answer 
in  years.  Thus  a  10  percent  inflation  rate  will  double  prices  in  about  seven 
years  (70  10) ;  and  a  15  percent  compound  interest  rate  will  double  your 
money  in  roughly  4%  years  (70  -4- 15) .  Why  is  70  the  magic  number? 
Because  one  unit  (say  $1)  will  double  to  $2  in  about  70  years  at  1  percent 
compound  interest,  so  all  other  rates  are  proportionate. 

Car  Leasing:  Don't  be  surprised  if  your  car  dealer  tries  to  lease  you  a  car 
if  you  object  to  high  sales  prices  and  costly  installment  money.  More 
and  more  people  are  beginning  to  lease  instead  of  buy,  so  car  dealers — 
in  cooperation  with  banks — are  developing  a  double-edged  approach.  Leas- 
ing may  be  easier  on  your  pocketbook  initially,  but  you  never  acquire  equity 
in  a  vehicle.  So  figure  all  angles  before  deciding.

The  American  Legion's  new  Na- 
tional Commander,  Jack  Winston 
Flynt,  who  hails  from  the  windswept 
plains  of  the  Texas  panhandle,  is  the 
fifth  Legion  chief  from  the  Lone  Star 
State.  Elected  by  the  63d  National 
Convention,  meeting  in  Honolulu, 
August  28-September  3,  Commander 
Flynt  is  a  man  with  a  mission  and  a 
clear  view  of  how  to  accomplish  it. 

"This  nation  has  broken  loose  from 
its  moral  moorings,"  he  said,  "and 
it  is  imperative  that  we  return  to 
those  time-tested  principles  and  re- 
ligious beliefs  upon  which  we  were 
founded.  The  American  Legion  can 
help  do  that  by  providing  an  example 
worthy  of  emulation — an  example 
which  extends  to  each  Legionnaire. 
Even  though  people  may  sometimes 
doubt  what  we  say,  they  will  believe 
what  we  do,  and  what  we  do  must 
always  reflect  the  highest  patriotic 
and  moral  values.  Our  theme  should 
be  'We  Help  America  Work  For  God 
And  Country,'  knowing  full  well  that 
whatever  we  do  for  God  will  inevit- 
ably be  for  country." 

At  58,  Flynt  considers  his  election 
as  the  greatest  honor  ever  bestowed 
upon  him,  and  he  is  eager  to  face  its 
challenges  head  on.  The  son  of  Lillie 
and  Emest  Flynt — descendants  of 
early  settlers  of  the  Southwest — 
Jack  was  born  in  Tulia,  but  makes 
his  home  in  Dimmitt,  TX. 

With  a  population  of  some  5,000, 
Dimmitt  is  an  agricultural  commu- 
nity located  in  Castro  County,  about 
65  miles  southwest  of  Amarillo.  One 
of  the  state's  leading  producers  of 
agricultural  products,  it  is  indeed  the 
"home  on  the  range"  often  depicted 
in  song  and  verse  extolling  the  beauty 
of  the  West.  Replete  with  mild  win- 
ters, warm  dry  summers  and  cool 
nights  just  right  for  sleeping  with 
windows  open,  Dimmitt  has  abun- 
dant clean  air,  wide  open  spaces  and 
good,  down-to-earth  people — "with 
only  one  or  two  old  soreheads." 

Growing  up  during  the  Great  De- 
pression, Flynt  and  his  two  brothers 
learned  early  the  importance  of  hard 
work,  honesty  and  respect  for  the 
rights  of  others.  "I  was  taught  to  be- 
lieve in  God  and  try  to  live  by  His 
rules,"  the  Commander  said.  "My 
parents  taught  us  to  work  hard,  help 
one  another,  practice  thrift  and  ap- 
preciate the  things  we  had.  Though 
I'm  certainly  not  a  saint,  I  have  tried 
to  live  my  life  according  to  the  ex-

ample  they  provided." 

Jack  was  graduated  from  Tulia 
High  School  in  1940,  and  enrolled  in 
Texas  A&M  College  where  he  ma- 
jored in  agriculture.  His  wasn't  a  life 
of  fraternity  parties  and  football 
games.  Jack  had  to  help  pay  his  own 
way  by  working  in  the  college  cream- 
ery, a  job  requiring  him  to  be  at  work 
by  3:30  every  other  morning  and  at- 
tend classes  afterward. 

He  left  A&M  to  join  the  Army  in 
February  1943,  and  was  assigned  to 
the  antiaircraft  artillery  after  basic 
training  at  Camp  Hulen  near  Pala- 
cios,  TX.  Eventually  becoming  a  fire 
control  electrician,  he  received  or- 
ders to  Iran. 

There  Flynt  was  attached  to  the 
military  police  unit  in  Teheran  and 
was  later  shipped  to  Italy  where  he 
was  assigned  to  Allied  Forces  Head- 
quarters, G-2  Section,  in  Caserta. 
After  a  brief  tour  there,  he  was 
shipped  back  to  the  States  where  he 
was  discharged  on  March  11,  1946. 

Home  again,  Jack  courted  Mary 
Finley  while  she  was  teaching  to 
earn  enough  money  to  enter  medical 
school.  Though  they  had  lived  only 
20  miles  apart  during  their  childhood 
and  had  many  mutual  friends,  Jack 
and  Mary's  paths  didn't  cross  until 
he  came  home  on  furlough  while  in 
the  Army.  On  July  18,  1945,  they 
were  married  and  moved  to  a  farm 
12  miles  outside  of  Dimmitt. 

Today,  the  Flynts  have  three  chil- 
dren, each  of  whom  is  a  member  of 
either  the  Legion  or  the  Auxiliary. 
Jack  W.  Flynt,  II,  a  graduate  of  Tex- 
as Tech  University,  is  an  Air  Force 
pilot.  He  and  his  wife  Elaine,  an 
Auxiliary  member,  have  three  chil- 
dren. Sharron,  the  Flynt's  older 
daughter,  is  a  graduate  of  Georgia 
State  University  and  is  married  to 
Arnold  P.  Acker,  a  civil  engineer; 
they  have  two  children.  Karron,  who 
attended  west  Texas  State  Univer- 
sity, is  married  to  Steven  Smith,  a 
petroleum  engineer  and  Legionnaire. 
They  have  one  child. 

The  American  Legion  and  The 
American  Legion  Auxiliary  have  pro- 
vided a  conduit  for  service  to  commu- 
nity and  nation  for  all  of  the  Flynts. 
Mary,  in  addition  to  being  extremely 
active  in  civic  affairs,  has  served  in 
various  positions  of  leadership  within 
the  Auxiliary,  including  Department 
President  and  National  Executive

Incredibly  and 
to  a  large  extent, 
the  United  States 
is  financing  the 
Soviet  Union's 
unprecedented  military 
escalation

In  one  of  the  most  incredible  stories 
in  the  annals  of  diplomacy,  the 
United  States  for  upwards  of  a  de^ 
cade  has  been  conducting  a  lethal 
arms  race  against  itself. 

Evidence  accumulated  by  Congres- 
sional investigators  makes  it  increas- 
ingly plain  that  the  Soviet  Union's 
recent  military  build-up,  seen  as 
threatening  our  strategic  deterrent 
and  survival,  has  been  powerfully 
aided  by  U.  S.  industry.  Numerous 
elements  needed  to  build  the  Soviet 
war  machine  have  been  obtained,  it 
now  appears,  from  American  and 
other  Western  business  firms — with 
the  approval  of  our  government. 

Among  the  most  vivid  examples  of 
this  process  was  the  Soviet  invasion 
of  Afghanistan  in  December  1979. 
When  Soviet  troops  rolled  into  Kabul 
to  subjugate  that  hapless  nation,  they 
did  so  in  vehicles  produced  at  the 
enormous  Kama  River  truck  plant, 
built  for  the  Kremlin  with  the  help 
of  80  U.S.  firms  and  an  estimated 
$350  million  worth  of  our  technology. 

When  completed,  Kama  River,  will 
be  the  largest  truck  factory  in  the 
world,  capable  of  producing  250,000 
heavy-duty  trucks  annually  (larger 
than  the  output  of  the  entire  U.S. 
truck  industry),  plus  100,000  diesel 
engines  suitable  for  use  in  tanks.  The 
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Trucks  roll  along  the  main  assembly 
line  of  the  Kama  River  Truck 
Plant,  built  for  the  Kremlin  with 
the  help  of  80  U.S.  firms  and  an 
estimated  $350  million  worth  of 
American  technology. 


plant  is  being  built  by  free  world 
firms  as  a  result  of  "peaceful"  trade 
between  the  East  and  West. 

The  Afghan  invasion  focused 
attention  on  something  previously 
known  to  U.S.  intelligence,  but  usu- 
ally passed  over  in  public  debate: 
Kama  River  has  been  systematically 
used  for  military  purposes.  Six 
months  prior  to  the  invasion,  it  was 
known  that  a  substantial  part  of  the 
50,000-a-year  engine  production  was 
being  installed  in  Soviet  military 
trucks,  armored  personnel  carriers 
and  assault  vehicles,  and  that  Kama 
products  were  on  line  with  Soviet 
military  formations  in  Eastern  Eu- 
rope. 

Kama  River  is  one  of  dozens  of  ex- 
amples of  supposedly  peaceful  trade 
from  U.S.  and  other  Western  firms 
being  diverted  to  military  purposes 
by  the  Soviets.  Such  diversion  has  a 
long  history  going  back  to  the  1920s. 
In  his  monumental  study,  "Western 
Technology  and  Soviet  Economic 
Development,"  Antony  Sutton  esti- 
mates that  90  percent  of  the  advanced 
technology  needed  by  the  Soviets  to 
pursue  their  military  goals  has  come 
from  the  United  States  and  its  allies. 

In  the  past  decade,  this  process  has 
vastly  accelerated  as  U.S.  adminis- 
trations have  pursued  the  notions  of 
detente  and  bridge  building  with  the 
Soviets.  As  a  result,  the  United  States 
and  other  Western  nations  have  been 
systematically  transferring  to  the 
Soviets  the  advanced  technology  that 
once  provided  the  West  its  military 
"edge"  essential  to  modem  warfare.

Miles  Costick,  president  of  the  In- 
stitute for  Strategic  Trade,  which 
closely  monitors  such  developments, 
sums  up  the  process  this  way:  "Dur- 
ing the  past  decade  the  free  world 
has  been  the  source  of  much  of  the 
Soviet  Union's  electronic  and  com- 
puter technology  and  manufacturing 
'know  how.'  Further,  the  West  has 
supplied  the  Soviet  industrial  sector 
with  over  $50  billion  worth  of  effi- 
cient machine  tools,  transfer  lines, 
chemical  plants,  precise  instruments 
and  associated  technologies  .  .  .  Sel- 
dom if  ever  has  a  country  been  able, 
as  the  Soviet  Union  has,  to  persuade 
the  countries  against  whom  most  of 
its  military  build-up  is  directed  to  fi- 
nance so  much  of  such  a  build-up." 

Among  the  items  traded  to  Moscow 
in  this  span  have  been  laser  tech- 
nology, high-speed  computers,  semi- 
conductors, jet-engine  technology, 
advanced  radar  systems,  inertia! 
guidance  technology  and  numerous 
other  items  needed  to  construct  a 
modern  military  force.  Far  from  ap- 
plying these  to  peaceful  commercial 
purposes,  the  Soviets  have  system- 
atically used  them  to  build  their  war- 
making  potential — a  situation  that 
has  set  alarm  bells  ringing  in  Con- 
gress and  caused  Senators  Jake  Garn 
(R-UT),  William  Cohen  (R-ME) 
and  Henry  Jackson  (D-WA)  to  de- 
mand corrective  action. 

A  foremost  object  of  Congressional 
concern  is  the  Soviets'  gigantic  SS-18 
missile.  According  to  U.S.  intelli- 
gence, this  missile  comes  equipped 
with   12   independently  targetable 


warheads  (MIRV),  accurate  enough 
to  seek  out  and  hit  our  fixed-base 
Minutemen.  If  true,  this  means  the 
SS-18s  can  destroy  a  major  compo- 
nent of  our  strategic  arsenal. 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  So- 
viets have  historically  been  backward 
in  the  technological  areas  needed  for 
such  weaponry,  including  computers 
and  miniaturization,  how  could  they 
have  devised  such  an  advanced  sys- 
tem? The  answer  is  that  we  provided 
it  to  them.  Over  the  strenuous  objec- 
tions of  the  Pentagon,  we  permitted 
the  sale  of  164  precision  ball-bearing 
grinders  needed  to  manufacture 
gyros  used  in  MIRVing — machinery 
capable  of  tolerances  to  a  25th  mil- 
lionth of  an  inch,  far  beyond  the  state 
of  the  art  available  to  Moscow  or 
anywhere  else  outside  America.  As  a 
result,  says  Garn: 

"Not  only  have  Soviet-MIRVed 
ICBMs  reached  accuracies  previous- 
ly undreamed  of  by  U.S.  strategic 
analysts,  but  all  Soviet  military  sys- 
tems and  equipment  requiring  pre- 
cision inertial  guidance  have  also 
reached  a  new  level  of  accuracy  and 
sophistication.  According  to  official 
U.S.  government  sources,  we  can  ex- 
pect Soviet  advances  in  other  areas  as 
a  result  of  the  end  products  of  this 
ill-fated  sale  that  could  be  most  cru- 
cial to  the  strategic  balance,  includ- 
ing advances  in  Cruise  missiles  and 
ABM  technology  .  .  ." 

While  the  SS-18  is  the  most  formi- 
dable of  military  devices  apparently 
made  available  to  the  Soviets  through

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The  Toughest 
Game  Of  All 

...provides  an  arena  for  men  who  thrive 
on  testing  the  depth  of  their  mettle

He's  a  lean,  rugged,  independent 
man  in  a  mean,  bone-crushing  busi- 
ness. His  uniform  is  a  pair  of  jeans, 
boots  and  a  pearl-button,  tailored 
shirt.  He'd  feel  naked  without  his 
silver  belt  buckle — usually  depicting 
a  scene  of  some  past  deed  of  glory 
carefully  etched  by  a  master  engraver 
— and  a  broad  brimmed  hat.  He  may 
awaken  tomorrow  in  a  hospital  bed, 
encased  in  a  body  cast  with  his  jaw 
wired  together  or  his  ankle  busted 
beyond  repair.  Or  he  may  go  whis- 
tling to  the  post  office  to  mail  a 
couple  thousand  dollars  home. 

He's  a  rodeo  cowboy  .  .  .  and  he 
plays  in  the  toughest,  most  danger- 
ous game  in  American  sports.  It's  a 
hard-nosed,  breakneck  game  calling 
for  men  who  thrive  on  the  legendary 
pioneer  spirit,  who  thrive  on  testing 
the  depth  of  their  mettle,  who  thrive 
on  enduring  when  every  sinew  in 
their  body  screams  for  rest.  And  the 
cowboy  who  literally  bites  the  dust  is 
always  eliminated  from  the 
game — often  violently,  some- 
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times  permanently. 

But  that's  why  they  love  it  and 
continue  to  court  Lady  Luck  with  a 
determined  passion.  When  the  profes- 
sional cowboy  lashes  his  hands  in  a 
"suicide  wrap"  to  1,700  pounds  of 
Brahman  bull,  or  comes  flying  out  of 
the  chute  on  a  snorting  "bronc,"  it's 
a  gamble  whether  his  next  stop  will 
be  the  rodeo  pay  window  or  a  hospi- 
tal emergency  room. 

Rodeo  cowboys  live  with  a  grim 
law  of  averages.  They  expect  to  be 
hurt — hopefully,  not  disabled — every 
time  they  draw  down  on  a  bucking 
horse  or  a  snorting  bull.  They  expect 
to  be  out  of  action  with  injuries  about 
once  every  three  years.  And  they 
know  they  can  get  killed,  anytime. 
It's  something  the  cowboys  think 
about  a  lot,  but  they  keep  such 
thoughts  mostly  to  themselves.  Yet, 
the  fear  is  still  there.  They  control  it, 
joke  about  it  and  stubbornly  refuse 
to  give  in  to  it. 

Charlie  Will  of  Durant,  OK,  is  a 
bull  rider  and  he's  broken  his  jaw 
and  both  legs  riding  them.  But  the 
injuries  don't  bother  him  half  as  much 


as  the  "waiting  time."  He  says,  "It's 
those  minutes  before  you  ride,  when 
you're  checking  your  gear  and  rig- 
ging. Maybe  you  get  a  close-up  look 
at  the  animal  you're  gonna  ride.  And 
you  try  to  figure  out  'how.'  You  can 
do  a  lot  of  thinking  in  those  minutes. 
That's  the  rough  time." 

To  pro  cowboys,  however,  those 
dark  thoughts  and  impending  injuries 
remain  an  inconvenience — nothing 
more — when  compared  to  the  lure  of 
the  game:  adventure,  glamour,  dan- 
ger, bruising  competition  .  .  .  and 
money — the  big  M." 

A  good  pro  can  win  $25,000  to 
$35,000  a  year  on  the  rodeo  circuit. 
The  best  ones  easily  double  those 
figures.  Paul  Tierney  of  Rapid  City, 
SD,  the  1980  National  Ail-Around 
Rodeo  Champion,  pocketed  $105,000 
in  prize  money,  setting  an  all-time, 
single-season  mark.  Danny  Torricel- 
las  of  Eugene,  OR,  won  $18,000  last 
July  at  the  Cheyenne  Frontier  Days 
Rodeo,  the  biggest  single  payday  in 
circuit  history. 

Both  Tierney  and  Torricellas  are 
steer  wrestlers  and  calf  ropers.  They 


will  quickly  tell  you  that  much  of 
their  winnings  go  for  expenses,  equip- 
ment, and  maintenance  and  trans- 
porting their  steeds.  Though  they 
may  travel  from  rodeo  to  rodeo  with 
as  little  as  a  day's  notice,  their  horses 
need  time  to  rest  from  traveling. 
Thus,  several  horses  are  sent  ahead 
to  future  rodeo  sites  in  plenty 
of  time  to  ensure  their  top  perfor- 
mance when  competition  begins. 

All  this  travel,  equipment  and 
planning  is  expensive,  but,  as  Torri- 
cellas puts  it,  "Rodeoing  is  like  shoot- 
ing craps.  It  takes  money  to  make 
money."  For  example,  a  calf  roper's 
inventory  includes ,  a  van  costing 
about  $5,000,  a  $1,500  trailer,  a  $4,000 
roping  horse,  a  $500  saddle  and  about 
$300  worth  of  ropes  and  assorted 
tack.  Entry  fees  can  run  upwards  of 
$300  per  rodeo,  and  then  there  are 
the  inevitable  motel,  restaurant  and 
stabling  expenses. 

Super  cowboys  like  Tierney  and 
Torricellas  don't  have  to  worry  much 
about  expenses  anymore.  Their  days 
of  cheap  purses  for  first  place  and

Reduce  your  risk 
factors  and  add  years 
to  your  life

Medically  we  have  entered  a  new 
world  of  promise,  prevention  and 
hope  in  which  the  epidemic  of  death 
from  heart  attacks  and  other  cardio- 
vascular disease  (CVD)  has  finally 
been  brought  under  some  control  in 
the  last  decade.  Nevertheless,  heart 
and  blood  vessel  disorders  still  cause 
more  than  half  of  all  deaths  in  the 
United  States  every  year  and  cost 
some  $70  billion.  This  is  especially 
tragic  because  medical  experts  agree 
we  can  actually  prevent  such  disor- 
ders today  by  adjusting  our  eating 
and  living  habits. 

Experts  point  out  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  reduce  CVD's  deadly  toll  by 
more  than  20  percent  in  the  past  de- 
cade by  merely  following  the  simple 
measures  we  will  outline  here. 

CVD  is  the  product  of  a  lifetime  of 
abuse,  not  a  disease  which  strikes 
unexpectedly  in  the  form  of  a  heart 
attack  or  hardening  of  the  arteries. 
Your  heart  is  only  a  powerful  muscle 
that  contracts  or  "beats"  some  70  to 
80  times  a  minute,  some  3  billion 
times  in  a  70-year  life  span.  It  forces 
blood  out  under  enough  pressure  to 
spurt  through  the  body's  blood  ves- 
sels, supplying  every  tissue  and  organ 
with  oxygen  and  other  nutrients 
needed  to  sustain  life. 


This  is  similarly  true  of  the  heart 
muscle,  which  receives  its  blood  by 
way  of  coronary  arteries.  A  heart  at- 
tack or  "coronary"  occurs  when  one 
or  more  of  these  vessels  is  blocked 
by  so  much  fatty  debris  (coronary 
artery  disease)  that  not  enough  blood 
reaches  the  area  of  muscle  supplied. 
That  neglected  area  then  dies,  im- 
pairing the  organ's  health  and  effi- 
cacy. The  severity  of  a  heart  attack 
depends  on  whether  the  artery  in- 
volved is  large  or  small  and  whether 
other  coronary  vessels  can  supply 
enough  blood  to  adequately  replenish 
the  affected  section  of  heart  muscle. 

Dr.  Robert  I.  Levy,  Director  of 
our  National  Heart,  Lung  and  Blood 
Institute  (NHLBI),  regards  athero- 
sclerosis, the  most  common  form  of 
arteriosclerosis,  as  "the  major  cause 
of  cardiovascular  disease  and  heart 
attacks."  Commonly  called  "harden- 
ing of  the  arteries,"  atherosclerosis 
develops  without  warning  symptoms 
as  it  both  hardens  and  blocks  the 
arteries.  At  birth  the  arteries  have 
perfectly  smooth  inner  linings,  but 
fatty  deposits  ("plaques")  slowly  de- 
velop in  their  walls  to  clog  the  blood 
channels.  (Plaques  consist  of  fats  or 
lipids  along  with  scar  tissue,  and 
lipids  are  largely  derived  from  the 
cholesterol  in  the  blood.)  Yet,  only 
when  more  than  75  percent  of  the 
coronary  artery  channel  has  been 
blocked,  does  discomfort  occur — 
chest  pain  (angina) ,  heart  attack  or 
even  sudden  death. 

In  the  Korean  War,  autopsies  of 
soldiers  in  their  early  20s  who  were 
killed  in  battle  revealed  that  such 
deposits  were  present  even  at  that 
young  age.  Fatty  streaks  are  even 
seen  in  the  arteries  of  children  by 
their  third  year.  Thus,  experts  think 
this  knowledge  should  also  be  ap- 
plied to  prevent  problems  in  young- 
sters as  they  mature,  since  eating, 
exercise  and  life  style  habits  of  in- 
dividuals— called  "risk  factors" — are 
connected  in  various  ways  with  the 
development  of  diseases. 

Dr.  Levy  warns  that  "each  factor 
increases  the  risk  of  a  heart  attack 
by  two  or  three  times.  A  person  with 
two  risk  factors  has  about  three  to 
four  times  the  risk  of  someone  who 
has  none.  With  three  risk  factors,  the 


Ways  To 
Lessen 
Your  Risk 
Of  CVD 


1.  Regular  physical  examinations  are 
essential — the  only  way  to  reveal 
hypertension  or  atherosclerosis  be- 
fore these  lead  to  serious  prob- 
lems. 

2.  Give  up  smoking. 

3.  Eat  properly  to  get  cholesterol 
blood  levels  down  to  where  they 
belong  (200  mg.  or  less) . 

4.  Don't  add  salt  to  foods  in  cooking 
or  at  the  table,  and  avoid  fast 
foods  with  their  heavy  salt  con- 
tent— for  salt  is  suspected  of  be- 
ing one  of  the  two  indicia  of  hy- 
pertension (excess  weight  is  the 
other) .  For  hypertension,  careful- 
ly follow  your  doctor's  orders 
(diet,  weight  reduction,  exercise, 
even  special  drugs). 

5.  Diabetes  should  be  medically 
treated  because  80  percent  of 
those  with  this  disorder  die  of 
some  premature  cardiovascular 
disease,  usually  heart  attacks. 

6.  Excessive  weight  can  raise  both 
your  blood  pressure  and  your 
cholesterol  levels,  so  make  sure 
your  weight  is  correct  (tables 
showing  correct  weights  for  sex, 
age  and  size  are  widely  available 
in  libraries,  from  insurance  com- 

)  panies  and  government  agencies) . 
If  you  are  overweight,  reduce  with 
the  safe  healthy  diets  of  your  doc- 
tor, the  U.S.  Departments  of  Agri- 
culture, and  Health  and  Hu- 
man Services — and  the  American 
Heart  Association  even  has  others 
which  offer  tasty,  low  cholesterol 
eating,  as  well  as  low  salt  ones. 

7.  Exercise — the  less  active  you  are, 
the  more  likely  you  are  to  suffer 
a  heart  attack.  But  the  amounts 
and  kinds  of  exercise  must  be  de- 
termined by  a  medical  expert — 
this  is  highly  individual  and  safe 
levels  are  based  on  your  age  and 
sex,  your  physical  condition  and 
that  of  your  heart.  Don't  try  to 
decide  this  for  yourself,  particular- 
ly if  you're  middle-aged  or  older 
and  have  led  a  sedentary  life. 

8.  Reduce  the  stress  in  your  life — 
lower  the  tense,  deadline-oriented, 
competitive  existence  that  too 
many  Americans  live.  A  low-key, 
relaxed,  friendly  life  style  may 
well  prevent  premature  death  due 
to  heart  attack. 
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risk  increases  by  some  eight-  to  ten- 
fold. Therefore,  it  makes  sense  to 
avoid  risks  we  can  control." 

Even  age  and  sex  factors  that 
seem  immutable  can  be  influenced 
by  modifying  other  risk  factors.  Dr. 
Harvey  Wolinsky,  a  professor  of 
medicine  at  New  York's  Mount 
Sinai  School  of  Medicine,  points  out 
that  the  chances  of  a  man  having 
serious  CVD  by  the  age  of  60  is  about 
one  in  three,  that  of  a  woman  about 
one  in  five,  and  that  men  experience 
a  greater  risk  than  women  at  any 
age.  In  fact,  women  lag  behind  men 
by  about  a  decade,  so  that  a  woman 
of  50  has  about  as  much  CVD  as  a 
man  of  40. 

Experts  in  CVD  such  as  Dr.  Char- 
les Smithen,  a  professor  of  medicine 
at  New  York's  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  and  Drs.  Wolinsky 
and  Levy,  generally  consider  the 
chief  risk  factors  to  be  cholesterol, 
smoking,  high  blood  pressure,  dia- 
betes, life  style  (lack  of  exercise,  ex- 
cessive weight,  stress),  family  his- 
tory, age  and  sex,  although  not  nec- 
essarily in  that  order. 

Cholesterol,  touted  as  a  leading 
risk  factor,  is  not  a  poison  but  an 
essential  lipid,  part  of  every  cell.  The 
cholesterol  in  your  blood  comes  from 
two  sources:  the  food  you  eat  pro- 
vides some  and  your  own  tissues 
(chiefly  the  liver)  manufacture  the 
rest.  Evidence  for  its  involvement  in 
heart  attacks  and  CVD  death  rates 
is  strong:  the  dramatic  drop  in  these 
problems  here  during  the  past  decade 
is  believed  due  in  very  considerable 
part  to  our  reduced  cholesterol  in- 
take since  1970. 

Then,  too,  as  Dr.  Smithen  points 
out,  atherosclerosis  and  heart  attacks 
are  virtually  nonexistent  among  the 
Bantu  aboriginal  tribes  which  use 
virtually  no  fat.  The  situation  in  Ja- 
pan is  similar — but  Japanese  who 
move  to  the  United  States  and  adopt 
our  diet  will,  within  five  years,  suf- 
fer the  same  incidence  of  heart  at- 
tacks and  atherosclerosis  as  Ameri- 
cans. Along  with  other  evidence,  this 
has  led  almost  all  medical  scientists 
and  the  American  Heart  Association 
to  accept  cholesterol's  role  in  causing 
cardiovascular  problems. 

The  mechanisms  involved  are  com- 


plex, for  there  are  several  types  of 
cholesterol,  the  most  important  being 
HDL  (high-density  lipo-protein) 
and  LDL  (low-density  lipo-protein). 
In  these,  the  lipid  is  combined  with 
protein  for  transportation  in  the 
blood.  But  these  two  are  vastly  dif- 
ferent, for  one  is  actively  protective 
while  the  other  is  life-threatening.  As 
Dr.  Smithen  puts  it:  "HDL  acts  like 
a  bus  boy  who  takes  cholesterol  out 
of  your  arteries,  while  LDL  acts  like 
a  waiter  who  delivers  cholesterol  to 
your  arteries."  He  also  points  out 
that  diets  with  drastically  reduced 
fats  and  cholesterol  can  not  only  stop 
the  progression  of  atherosclerosis, 
but  also  reduce  the  degree  of  block- 
age by  plaques  already  in  the  arteries. 

When  your  doctor  gives  you  a  reg- 
ular physical  examination,  he  will 
likely  take  a  blood  sample  and  mea- 
sure your  cholesterol  blood  levels. 
Where  the  American  average  today 
is  about  210  (milligrams  percent), 
people  of  other  nations  with  little 
incidence  of  heart  attacks  and  athero- 
sclerosis (as  Japanese)  have  aver- 
age levels  as  low  as  130 — and  many 
American  vegetarians  even  have 
levels  of  200  or  less.  Dr.  Wolinsky 
emphasizes  that  a  5  mg.  decline  in 
blood  cholesterol  can  be  expected  to 
produce  a  4.3  percent  decline  in  coro- 
nary deaths  over  a  six-year  period! 
LDL  levels  decline  when  total  cho- 
lesterol does,  while  a  corresponding 
rise  in  HDL  levels  may  provide  the 
same  protective  effects  as  do  sex  and 
exercise:  women  after  puberty  con- 
sistently have  about  a  10  mg.  higher 
level  than  men,  and  even  mild  regu- 
lar exercise  can  raise  this  level. 

Reduction  of  cholesterol  levels  is 
really  quite  simple  with  easily  ap- 
plied dietary  principles.  Medical  ex- 
perts and  the  American  Heart  Asso- 
ciation advise  avoiding  foods  high  in 
cholesterol  and  saturated  fats  (es- 
sentially the  animal  ones)  such  as 
eggs,  red  meat  and  dairy  products. 
On  the  other  hand,  plant  foods  such 
as  vegetables,  fruit  and  grains  are 
free  of  cholesterol.  Fish,  poultry  and 
veal  are  recommended  as  meats  but 
in  limited  amounts,  say  about  four 
ounces,  and  skim  milk  is  allowed. 
Detailed  diets  are  available  from  the

Pain  is  the  most  outstanding  com- 
mon sympton— but  a  special  kind. 
For,  as  Dr.  Robert  I.  Levy,  Director 
of  NHLBI,  explains:  "Some  de- 
scribe the  pain  as  viselike  or  con- 
stricting, as  if  a  rope  were  being 
pulled  tightly  around  the  chest. 
Others  describe  the  feeling  as  a  heavy 
weight  pressing  or  crushing  down  on 
the  chest."  However,  there  may  be 
other  symptoms. 

•  Most  often  pain  first  appears  in 
the  midchest  or  under  the  breast- 
bone— but  this  may  spread  to  the 
entire  chest,  even  be  mistaken  for 
indigestion  when  the  pain  or  feel- 
ings of  pressure,  fullness  or  squeez- 
ing occur  in  the  upper  abdomen. 

•  The  pain  may  spread  up  into 
the  neck  and  even  the  jaw  (from 
ear  to  ear),  along  the  shoulders 
and  down  the  arms,  the  left  one 
more  than  the  right.  Pain  in  the 
arms  may  run  along  the  inside  of 
the  limb  from  the  armpit  down  to 
the  elbow  and  even  into  the  hands 
and  the  fingers.  Pain  sometimes 
even  spreads  to  the  back  (common- 
ly between  the  shoulder  blades). 

•  The  pain  may  be  continuous  or 
it  may  subside,  only  to  reappear 
later — but  even  if  it  goes  away  it 
must  not  be  ignored.  It  may  occur 
in  any  of  the  areas  mentioned,  or 
in  any  combination  of  them. 

•  Victims  will  often  be  pale  and 
cold,  sweat  profusely,  experience 
weakness  and  shortness  of  breath, 
become  nauseous  or  even  vomit. 
Hypertension  or  high  blood  pres- 
sure on  the  other  hand  has  been 
called  "the  hidden  disease"  simply 
because  it  has  no  characteristic  symp- 
toms. Some  victims  suffer  headaches, 
dizziness  or  lightheadedness — but  so 
do  many  others  with  normal  blood 
pressure.  The  only  way  to  know  if 
you  have  hypertension  is  for  your 
doctor  to  check  your  blood  pressure. 

Atherosclerosis  (hardening  of  the 
arteries),  too,  is  a  silent  disorder, 
showing  itself  only  in  the  form  of 
other  problems.  For  this  is  the  major 
cause  of  heart  attacks,  angina  (chest 
pain  due  to  coronary  artery  disease) 
and  sudden  death.  It  also  causes 
other  cardiovascular  diseases  such  as 
hypertension,  and  damages  such  or- 
gans as  the  brain  or  kidneys.

The  world  of  the  eponymous  is 
peopled  by  the  likes  of  such 
notables  as  Ambrose  E.  Burnside 
("sideburns" ) ,  Samuel  A.  Maverick 
("maverick" ) ,  E.  G.  Booze  ( you 
guessed  it) ,  and  the  Frisbies  of 
Connecticut  ("Frisbee").

In  a  Stockholm  television  studio 
the  evening  newscast  is  about  to  be- 
gin. The  anchorman  at  the  set  takes 
a  final  look  at  the  lead-off  item  in 
his  script  to  fix  it  in  his  mind.  Then, 
when  the  red  light  above  the  lens 
comes  on,  he  begins  cronkiting.  In 
other  Swedish  TV  studios  other 
cronkiters  are  also  beginning  their 
evening  newscasts.  What  has  hap- 
pened is  that  Walter  Cronkite,  the 
father  figure  among  electronic  jour- 
nalists worldwide,  has  become 
eponymous,  at  least  in  Sweden.  As 
an  eponym — an  individual  whose 
name  has  become  a  word,  a  part  of 
language — Cronkite  joins  George 
Gallup,  another  American  who  has 
become  a  name-word  in  Europe 
where  his  identification  with  public 
opinion  polling  has  led  to  adoption 
of  gallups  as  a  term  for  polls. 

The  world  of  the  eponymous  is  a 
fascinating  place — surprising,  color- 
ful, peopled  by  wise  men  and  fools, 
rascals  and  paragons  of  virtue,  each 
blazing  his  own  trail  in  his  own  way 
toward  linguistic  immortality.  Take, 
for  instance,  Godfrey  Derrick,  an 
Englishman  who  let  his  libido  get 
the  better  of  him  on  a  trip  to  France 
in  1600.  Convicted  on  a  rape  charge 
in  Calais,  he  was  sentenced  to  be 


hanged.  Desperate,  he  bombarded 
scores  of  influential  Britons  with 
pleas  to  rescue  him  from  the  noose. 
Robert,  Earl  of  Essex,  came  through, 
obtaining  the  condemned  man's  re- 
lease. Ironically,  when  Derrick  re- 
turned to  England  he  secured  the 
executioner's  post  at  Tyburn,  the 
busy  public  gallows  where  today's 
Marble  Arch  is  a  more  benign 
London  landmark. 

His  neck  having  been  saved  from 
one  end  of  the  rope,  Derrick  placed 
his  hand  on  the  other  end  enthusias- 
tically. To  step  up  the  productivity 
of  the  gallows,  he  modified  its  de- 
sign so  that  he  could  do  in  its  clients 
at  a  faster  clip.  Never  before  had 
the  noose  been  manipulated  in  so 
businesslike  a  fashion. 

Godfrey  Derrick  had  been  in 
charge  of  Tyburn's  rope  for  a  year 
when  a  nobleman  who  had  fallen 
out  of  favor  with  the  Crown  was 
brought  before  him  to  be  strung  up; 
it  was  Robert,  Earl  of  Essex,  the 
very  man  who  earlier  had  saved 


him  from  a  French  noose.  If  Derrick 
had  no  stomach  for  his  task  he  hid 
it  well,  dispatching  the  Earl  with 
brisk  efficiency.  Soon  everyone  was 
calling  Tyburn  gallows  "the  der- 
rick" for  its  single-minded  hang- 
man. In  time  the  meaning  of  derrick 
was  expanded  to  include  lifting  de- 
vices generally.  The  executioner's 
niche  among  the  eponymous  had  be- 
come secure. 

Two  centuries  later  the  noose 
again  spawned  a  new  name-word: 
lynching,  a  melancholy  term  that 
first  came  into  prominence  in  Vir- 
ginia during  the  Revolution.  Though 
historians  had  originally  believed 
that  one  Charles  Lynch,  a  militia 
colonel,  was  responsible  for  the 
word  "lynching"  since  he  was  also  a 
judge,  Edgar  Allen  Poe  came  along 
and  shed  new  light  on  the  subject. 

Poe  pointed  to  another  Virginian, 
William  Lynch,  unrelated  to  Char- 
les though  both  shared  the  same 
surname.  Living  in  Pittsylvania,  the 
county,  he — like  Charles — was  ac- 
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tive  in  local  politics  and  was  a  mili- 
tia colonel.  Near  the  end  of  the  Rev- 
olution, with  Pittsylvania  harassed 
by  outlaws,  William  Lynch  orga- 
nized his  neighbors  into  an  extrale- 
gal group  to  enforce  the  law  and  pun- 
ish those  who  broke  it.  Poe  quoted 
from  the  document  Lynch  drew  up 
to  establish  his  vigilantes:  "We  will 
forthwith  embody  ourselves"  to  ap- 
prehend the  "vile  miscreants"  and 
"we  will  inflict  such  corporal  punish- 
ment. ...  as  to  us  shall  seem  ade- 
quate to  the  crime  committed." 

William  Lynch,  it  seems,  had  ad- 
mitted to  a  friend  that  some  of 
the  "vile  miscreants"  they  caught 
were  hanged.  Lynch  lived  out  his 
days  quietly  but  the  damage  had 
been  done — lynching  had  become 
established  as  a  name-word  and  a 
corruption  of  the  law,  and  it  seems 
clear  that  the  man  from  Pittsyl- 
vania was  both  the  eponym  and  the 
corruptor. 

Soon  after  Poe  set  the  record 
straight,  a  new  name-word  crept  in- 
to the  language  and  there  was  no 
mystery  about  this  one.  It  happened 
in  bustling,  early  19th  century  Phil- 
adelphia. One  of  the  city's  business- 
men was  a  distiller  who  turned  out 
a  sound  whiskey 
that  he  promoted 
vigorously.  His 
whiskey  bottles 
with  bright  labels 
displaying  his 
name — E.  G.  Booze 
— were  a  common- 
place sight  through 
the  area  and  a  mul- 
titude of  drinkers 
bellied  up  to  bars 


to  call  for  Booze.  In  time,  competi- 
tors overtook  and  outdistanced  the 
distiller  and  he  passed  from  the 
scene.  But  E.  G.  left  a  linguistic 
memorial  behind  that  is  familiar  to 
all  tipplers:  booze. 

What  whiskey  did  for  E.  G.,  Am- 
brose E.  Burnside  accomplished  in 
another  way.  Tall,   imposing  and

confident,  his  face  adorned  by  lux- 
uriant whiskers  sweeping  down  from 
ears  to  clean-shaven  chin,  Burnside 
was  adroit  in  two  arenas — the  draw- 
ing room  where  he  charmed  the 
ladies,  and  the  Army  in  which  he 
was  commissioned  following  gradu- 
ation from  West  Point. 

During  the  Civil  War  some  of 
Burnside's  magic  seemed  to  desert 
him.  Dashing  as  ever  with  the 
ladies,  now  as  a  major  general,  his 
military  performance  faltered.  In 
December  1862,  when  troops  under 
his  command  were  trounced  by  Con- 
federates at  Fredericksburg,  VA, 
President  Lincoln  relieved  him  and 
transferred  him  to  a  lesser  post. 
(His  successor,  General  Hooker,  be- 
came eponymous  when  the  prosti- 
tutes doing  a  land-office  business 
with  his  troops  were  dubbed  "Hook- 
er's girls";  later  shortened  to  hookers, 
the  name-word  entered  the  lexicon 
of  the  nation,  locking  the  general 
and  those  who  practice  the  world's 
oldest  profession  in  permanent  lin- 
guistic embrace.) 

Diligent  in  the  diminished  respon- 
sibilities   of    his    new  command, 


Burnside  gradually  regained  the 
confidence  of  his  superiors.  But  in 
1864,  he  was  again  beaten  by  a  Con- 
federate force  and  again  relieved. 
This  time  there  was  no  hope  of  re- 
trieving his  military  career. 

After  the  war  Burnside  settled  in 
Rhode  Island  to  concentrate  on  re- 
furbishing his  tarnished  image.  Cap- 
italizing on  his  assets — his  theatrical 
appearance,  his  witty  conversation 
and  his  charming  manners — he  over- 
whelmed local  society.  His  danc- 
ing shoes  were  kinder  to  him  than 
his  Army  boots  had  been.  They  car- 
ried him  to  the  governorship  of  the 
state,  and  then  to  Congress  as  U.S. 
Senator  from  Rhode  Island. 

All  Washington  quickly  discov- 
ered that  Burnside  had  lost  none 
of  his  enthusiasm  for  the  role  of 
the  drawing-room  dandy.  Face 
framed  by  those  lush  whiskers  that 
were  his  pride,  well-turned  phrases 
flowing  smoothly,  he  sparkled  in  the 
capital's  elite  social  circles.  But  not 
everyone  fell  under  his  spell.  Critics 
scoffed  at  his  vanity  and  dandified 
ways,  ridiculed  his  courting  of  soci- 
ety's upper  crust,  poked  fun  at  his 
cheek  whiskers.  The  critics  made 
Burnside  eponymous  when,  playing 
on  his  name,  they  reversed  it  to 
sideburns  as  a  term  for  the  style  of 
cheek  whiskers  he  had  created  and 
on  which  he  lavished  so  much  at- 
tention. 

Like  Burnside's  sideburns,  Ben 
Wenberg's  name-word  stumbled  into 
the  language.  Wenberg  was  a  turn- 
of-the-century  wealthy  New  Yorker 
and  a  fun-loving  sea  captain  who 
sought  his  pleasures  energetically 
when  in  port  to  compensate  for  his 
long,  boring  ocean  voyages.  Return- 
ing from  one  dull  trip,  Captain  Wen- 
berg headed  for  his  favorite  restau- 
rant, Delmonico's,  carrying  with  him 
a  pouch  of  hot  cayenre  pepper  he 
had  picked  up  abroad.  Bent  on  mak- 
ing ur)  for  lost  time,  he  paused 
lengthily  at  the  bar  before  heading 
for  the  kitchen  where,  aided  by  the 
chef,  he  cooked  up  an  original  dish

Sourdoughs  aren't  the  only  ones 
finding  gold  "in  dem  dar  hills"

The  pine-clad  hills  may  be  alive  with 
the  sound  of  music,  but  the  valleys 
are  buzzing  with  the  sounds  of  gold 
mining.  In  the'  old  Mother  Lode 
country,  that  rugged  300-mile-long 
stretch  on  the  west  slopes  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada  range,  you'll  find 
every  type  of  panning,  sluicing, 
sloshing,  digging,  chipping,  blasting, 
crushing  and  sifting  of  earth  and 
rock.  The  glittering  prospect  of  strik- 
ing it  rich  has  always  spurred  the  free 
spirited  and  footloose  to  try  their  luck 
at  gold  mining.  Now  around  $400  an 
ounce,  prices  for  bullion  have  ampli- 
fied the  siren  call  to  bullhorn  volume. 

"It's  been  a  mini-gold  rush,"  de- 
clares Cecil  Helms,  publisher  of  the 
American  Gold  News.  Weekend  and 


warm-weather  prospectors — "semi- 
sourdoughs" — are  active  in  the  val- 
leys from  Angels  Camp  north  to 
Downieville,  from  the  Nevada  border 
west  to  Auburn.  Most  are  small-time 
operators  who  work  their  claims 
alone.  Some  big  corporations  have 
been  quietly  exploring  the  possibili- 
ties and  making  test  borings  ever 
since  gold  started  its  roller-coaster 
price  spiral  three  years  ago.  A  few 
are  processing  rock  and  some  are 
actually  producing  gold. 

In  many  ways  the  current  gold 
fever  "ain't  like  it  used  to  be,"  but 
in  other  ways  it  seems  some  things 
never  change.  At  the  height  of  the 
Gold  Rush  a  century  or  more  ago, 
this  mountainous  patch  of  California 
was  the  scene  of  frenzied  gouging 
and  blasting  such  as  the  world  had 


seldom  seen  outside  of  war.  Authori- 
ties estimate  that  7.2  million  pounds 
of  gold  were  extracted  from  Califor- 
nia in  the  last  130  years.  (Actually, 
few  mines  survived  into  the  20th 
century,  but  those  few  were  remark- 
ably productive.) 

Today,  the  conventional  wisdom 
is  that  90  percent  or  more  of  Cali- 
fornia's gold  remains  in  place.  That 
thought  rings  up  gold  dollar  signs  in 
cash  registers  all  over  the  Mother 
Lode.  Hardware  stores  are  doing  a 
booming  business  in  tools  and  equip- 
ment for  prospecting.  Gold  traders 
are  busier  than  they've  been  in  de- 
cades. Hotels  in  what  had  been 
sleepy  mountain  villages  are  heavily 
booked.  Reservations  are  essential  at 
the  better  restaurants,  and  the  ser- 
vice stations,  shops  and  supermarkets 
are  enjoying  unprecedented  business. 

U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines  commodi- 
ties specialist  W.C.  Butterman  says 
there  were  plenty  of  people  out  look- 
ing for  gold  in  1978  when  the  price 
was  $200  an  ounce,  but  there  wasn't 
any  stampede  because  the  produc- 
tion costs  were  fairly  high.  "Home- 
stake  Mining  had  costs  of  $171  per 
ounce  and  a  smaller  mine  could  have 
even  higher  costs.  With  that  margin 
there  wasn't  any  tremendous  rush. 
But  now  with  the  price  leveling  near 
$400  an  ounce,  there  must  be  a  good 
many  deposits  around  that  can  be 
mined  at  a  profit." 

If,  as  others  estimate,  it  costs  about 
$60  per  ton  to  process  ore  yielding 
one  ounce  of  gold,  current  prices 
make  it  profitable  to  process  five  to 
six  tons  for  one  ounce  of  gold. 

A  century  ago  gold  mining  was  a 
mainspring  of  the  economy  in  the 
Mother  Lode  area.  Yet  today,  Ne- 
vada County,  once  a  leading  gold 
production  area,  lists  gold  panning

under  "recreation."  It  does  not  even 
mention  mining  among  county  indus- 
tries. In  its  vital  statistics  there  is  a 
zero  under  "engaged  in  mining." 
State  records  are  no  more  accurate. 
The  Division  of  Minerals  and  Geolo- 
gy lists  only  10  to  15  gold  mines  in 
( Continued  on  page  54)

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Boom  in  Genetic  Engineering 

Developments  in  genetic  engineering — the  ability  to 
manipulate  the  inherited  characteristics  of  plants,  ani- 
mals and  micro-organisms — are  expected  to  have  a 
major  impact  on  the  chemical  food  processing  and  drug 
industries,  according  to  a  Congressional  study. 

The  Office  of  Technology  Assessment  (OTA)  says 
genetic  alteration  may  produce  some  $15  billion  worth 
of  new  chemical  products  such  as  plastics,  perfumes, 
synthetic  rubber  and  pesticides. 

Food  processors,  who  have  relied  on  genetics  for  many 
years,  already  are  developing  high  protein  foods  from 
human  and  animal  wastes,  and  have  high  hopes  for  the 
synthetic  sweetener  aspartame,  OTA  reports.  The  phar- 
maceutical sector  has  also  been  successful  with  human 
insulin  and  interferon  and  expects  greater  results  in  the 
next  10  to  20  years  from  genetically  engineered  anti- 
biotics, the  study  reveals. 

Although  federal  health  and  environmental  laws 
should  cover  most  of  the  products  produced  genetically, 
the  OTA  warns  that  there  is  still  uncertainty  about 
some  products. 

Congressional  District  Shoot-outs 

Heated  battles  can  be  expected  soon  in  state  legis- 
latures across  the  country  as  local  lawmakers  try  to 
redraw  their  Congressional  districts.  The  1980  U.S. 
Census  disclosed  that  most  states  will  require  major 
redistricting  before  the  1982  elections  to  ensure  that  all 
districts  are  approximately  equal  in  population  and  that 
each  citizen's  vote  carries  the  same  weight. 

The  U.S.  population  grew  by  about  11  percent  be- 
tween 1970  and  1980,  according  to  the  Census  Bureau. 
Some  three  quarters  of  the  435  Congressional  districts 
also  increased  their  numbers,  with  the  biggest  gains 
in  the  sunbelt  states.  Three  districts  in  Florida,  two 
in  California  and  one  in  Texas  almost  doubled  in 
population. 

During  the  past  decade,  about  100  districts  lost  resi- 
dents, mostly  in  the  northern  metropolitan  regions. 
Thirty  Congressional  districts  in  the  New  York-New 
Jersey  vicinity  dwindled  in  numbers.  Other  cities  and 
surrounding  areas  that  revealed  big  declines  were  Chi- 
cago, Boston,  Philadelphia  and  Detroit. 

Drug-Trafficking  Bail  Jumpers 

The  number  of  illicit  drug  traffickers  who  are  ar- 
rested and  then  escape  by  jumping  bail — even  with 
bonds  set  as  high  as  $500,000  or  more — is  a  "national 
disgrace,"  says  Att'y  Gen.  William  French  Smith. 

Currently,  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration 
(DEA)  is  trying  to  catch  up  with  nearly  3,000  fugitives 
who  fled  after  being  nabbed  the  first  time.  The  bail 
jumDers  number  twice  as  many  as  all  the  DEA  agents 
seeking  to  curb  the  dope  traders,  states  Smith. 

The  illegal  merchants  of  narcotics  amass  such  tre- 
mendous fortunes  that  they  treat  the  bail  bond,  almost 
half  of  which  are  set  at  $10,000  or  less,  with  disdain 
and  simply  take  off  and  lose  the  bail  posted  as  a  cost 
of  carrying  on  their  business.  This  Administration, 
Smith  vows,  will  undertake  to  reform  the  "unrealistical- 
ly  low"  bail  bond  system  through  the  proposed  new 
Federal  Criminal  Code  under  debate  in  Congress.

Committeewoman.  In  1966-67,  while 
she  was  Department  President,  Jack 
was  the  Department  Commander  of 
Texas — that  husband  and  wife  team 
is  believed  to  be  the  first  to  have  held 
such  offices  simultaneously  in  the 
history  of  the  Legion. 

"And  we  are  proud  of  that,"  Com- 
mander Flynt  said,  "but  more  so,  we 
are  proud  that  we  are  a  Legion  fam- 
ily. My  daughters  have  been  contin- 
uous members  of  the  Auxiliary  since 
early  childhood  and  my  son  became  a 
Legionnaire  as  soon  as  he  established 
his  eligibility;  our  grandchildren  are 
also  members  of  the  junior  Auxiliary 
and  the  Sons  of  the  American  Legion. 
My  family's  active  interest  in  Legion 
programs  and  our  Legion  friends  have 
been  a  catalyst  in  encouraging  me  to 
try  to  achieve  success." 

National  Commander  Jack  Flynt's 
election  to  that  office  is  the  culmina- 
tion of  more  than  29  years  of  steady, 
dedicated  devotion  to  the  ideals  of 
the  Legion.  "It  all  started  when  I 
approached  the  local  Post  Command- 
er about  The  American  Legion  head- 
ing up  a  drive  to  raise  money  for  a 
neighbor's  wife.  The  neighbor  was  a 
destitute  veteran  whose  wife  was  very 
ill.  The  Commander  was  willing,  pro- 
vided that  Mary  and  I  join  the  Legion 
and  Auxiliary.  We  did  and  were  sub- 
sequently appointed  chairmen  of  the 
fund  raising  drive." 

That  drive  was  an  enormous  suc- 
cess, as  has  been  the  Flynts'  associa- 
tion with  the  Legion  ever  since.  A 
member  of  the  Greer  H.  Estes  Post 
No.  445  in  Dimmitt  since  1952,  Jack 
has  held  virtually  every  office  at  the 
Post  level,  and  has  served  as  District 
Commander,  Department  Command- 
er, National  Executive  Committee- 
man (two  terms),  National  Vice 
Commander  (1974-75),  and  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Americanism 
Commission  almost  continuously 
since  1967. 

Also  active  in  community  affairs, 
Flynt  has  been  Secretary  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Secretary  to 
the  Castro  County  Activities  Com- 
mittee, and  a  member  of  the  Texas 
Veterans  Affairs  Commission  (a  six- 
year  appointment  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Texas).  He  and  Mrs.  Flynt 
are  members  of  the  First  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Dimmitt,  where 
Jack  has  served  as  secretary  to  the 
official  board,  secretary  to  the  Meth- 
odist Men's  Group  and  as  the  Sun- 


day School  Superintendent. 

The  Commander  currently  has 
farming  interests  and  once  owned 
cattle,  which  he  eventually  sold  in 
order  to  devote  more  time  to  his  pro- 
fession, life  underwriting.  Recognized 
by  the  Southern  Farm  Bureau  Life 
Insurance  Company  as  a  "master 
agent,"  Flynt  is  also  a  member  of 
the  prestigious  Million  Dollar  Round 
Table  and  is  a  Chartered  Life  Under- 
writer (C.L.U.) — the  highest  profes- 
sional designation  which  can  be  con- 
ferred upon  a  person  in  the  life  insur- 
ance field.  He  was  agency  manager 
for  the  Farm  Bureau  of  Castro  Coun- 
ty for  14  years  prior  to  his  resigning 
in  January  to  pursue  his  candidacy 
for  National  Commander. 

All  of  these  activities  have  left 
little  time  for  outings,  vacations  and 
plain,  old-fashioned  fun,  yet  the 
Flynts  manage  to  hold  periodic  fam- 
ily get-togethers  and  they  maintain 
close  personal  ties  with  each  other — 
"It's  vitally  important,  no  matter 
what  your  responsibilities,  to  remem- 
ber that  your  family  comes  first."  And, 
as  with  any  good  Texan,  there  are 
Sunday  afternoons  with  the  Dallas 
Cowboys  and  Houston  Oilers  "which 
I  enjoy  watching,"  the  Commander 
said.  "I  also  like  fishing,  boating  and 
hunting  when  time  permits." 

His  participation  in  Boys  State, 
National  Regional  Oratorical  Con- 
tests and  playing  Santa  Claus  for 
local  schools  and  nursing  homes, 
hasn't  left  time  for  much  outside 
of  Legion  activities.  "But  that's 
okay,"  he  said.  "Working  for  The 
American  Legion  is  my  main  avoca- 
tion"— and  just  by  hearing  him  say  so, 
you  know  he  gets  Texas-sized  plea- 
sure out  of  his  Legion  participation. 

A  love  for  the  good  things  in  life, 
an  abiding  faith  in  God  and  an  inde- 
fatigable dedication  to  service  are 
three  qualities  which  Commander 
Jack  Flynt  brings  with  him  as  he 
assumes  leadership  of  the  world's 
largest  veterans  organization.  Here 
are  some  quotes  from  a  recent  con- 
versation with  him,  indicative  of  his 
thinking  on  topics  of  concern  to  all 
Legionnaires.

that  was  once  self-sufficient  immedi- 
ately becomes  very  dependent  after 
falling  under  Communist  domination. 
They  simply  cannot  sustain  them- 
selves; they  must  resort  to  aggression 
against  their  neighbors  to  ensure 
survival,  and  this  poses  a  genuine 
threat  to  free  nations  everywhere.  To 
combat  such  activity,  our  members 
must  continue  to  be  active  at  all  levels 
of  government  and  make  their  opposi- 
tion to  unwise  courses  of  action 
known  at  the  polls." 

On  Internal  Security:  "The  inter- 
nal security  structure  of  the  United 
States  is  improving  slowly  under  the 
present  Congress  and  Administration. 
However,  The  American  Legion  must 
not  let  up  in  its  efforts  to  strengthen 
our  internal  security  apparatus.  The 
battle  is  not  yet  won;  it  would  be  a 
grievous  mistake  to  think  so." 

On  Membership:  "It  is  every  Le- 
gionnaire's obligation  to  recruit 
members.  My  goal  is  to  achieve  an 
increase  of  enough  numbers  to  indi- 
cate that  the  tide  in  membership  has 
turned  and  the  Legion  is  growing." 

On  The  American  Legion's  Role: 
"I  see  The  American  Legion  play- 
ing an  important  role  during  the 
next  decade  by  being  the  foundation 
upon  which  the  United  States  can 
strengthen  its  feelings  of  patriotism. 
The  privileges  and  freedoms  we  have 
are  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  those 
who  have  gone  before  us — they  gave 
of  themselves  to  preserve  our  liber- 
ties. The  only  way  we  are  going  to 
pay  our  indebtedness  is  by  further 
service  to  our  fellow  man.  The  Amer- 
ican Legion,  through  its  many  pro- 
grams, offers  the  way  to  do  this.  All 
that  is  needed  is  the  manpower  and 
willingness  to  work." 

On  Youth  And  Patriotism:  "Our 
youth  programs  are  vitally  important 
because  they  teach  sportsmanship 
and  citizenship.  Such  efforts  on  our 
part  help  develop  character,  leader- 
ship ability,  patriotism,  scholarship, 
courage,  honor  and  a  sense  of  service 
in  our  young  people.  They  help  our 
youth  recognize  that  the  fundamen- 
tal rights  of  man  are  derived  from 
God,  not  from  government,  dictators 
and  majorities.  Patriotism  should  be- 
gin with  the  youngest  Americans. 
Begin  by  instructing  our  first  graders 
in  love  of  country  and  duty  to  coun- 
try— for  the  youth  of  our  nation  are 
the  future  of  America." 

On  National  Defense:  "This  nation 


must  have  a  strong  national  defense 
if  we  are  to  remain  a  free  country. 
This  can  only  be  accomplished  by 
wholeheartedly  supporting  all  rea- 
sonable efforts  to  strengthen  our 
neglected  military,  both  in  terms  of 
materiel  and  manpower." 

On  Vietnam  Veterans:  "I  want  to 
create  a  better  image  of  The  Amer- 
ican Legion  among  non-member  eligi- 
bles  as  well  as  non-veterans,  thereby 
bringing  about  an  increase  in  mem- 
bership and  service — especially 
among  Vietnam  veterans.

VETERANS  BENEFITS  AFFECTED  BY  FY  1982 
FEDERAL  BUDGET  ...  The  FY  1982  federal 
budget  signed  by  President  Reagan  in- 
cludes a  number  of  reductions  in  veteran 
benefits  that  are  detailed  here  .  .  . 
BURIAL  BENEFITS:  While  the  $150  plot 
allowance  is  unchanged,  the  $300  burial 
allowance  will  now  be  available  only  to 
those  veterans  who  at  time  of  death  are 
receiving  or  entitled  to  receive  a  pension 
.  .  .  DENTAL  BENEFITS:  The  outpatient, 
one-time  dental  benefits  previously 
available  to  veterans  for  one  year  fol- 
lowing discharge  from  the  service  will 
now  be  available  for  three  months  fol- 
lowing service  to  veterans  who  have 
served  at  least  180  days  .  .  .  EDUCATION 
LOANS:  Education  loans  under  GI  Billv 
programs  have  been  eliminated  except  *  for 
Vietnam  era  veterans  completing  courses 
following  expiration  of  their  delimiting 
date  and  those  completing  their  vocation- 
al objective  in  flight  training  after 
August  1,  1981  .   .   .  FLIGHT  TRAINING: 
Flight  training  benefits  were  eliminated 
after  August  1,  1981  .  .  .  CORRESPON- 
DENCE COURSES:  Correspondence  school 
training  under  GI  Bill  programs  have  had 
their  rate  of  payment  reduced  from  70 
percent  VA/30  percent  veteran,  to  55  per- 
cent VA/45  percent  veteran  .  .  .  Accord- 
ing to  Legion  VA&R  Director  Bob  Lyngh, 
the  most  serious  loss  to  veterans  is  the 
limitation  on  the  burial  benefit.  He 
also  adds  that  the  losses  would  have  been 
more  extensive,  and  have  affected  more 
categories  of  benefits,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  Legion's  efforts.  Since  the 
Legion  has  a  clear  mandate  on  the  burial 
benefit,  we  will  seek  to  have  it  restored 
in  future  legislation. 

VA  FORMS  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  NEEDS  OF 
AGING  VETERANS  .   .   .  Donald  L.  Custis, 
M.D.,  chief  medical  director  of  the  VA, 
has  announced  the  formation  of  a  dis- 
tinguished 12-member  committee  of 
physicians,  scientists  and  educators  who 
will  evaluate  and  make  future  plans  for 
the  care  of  America's  aging  veterans 
.  .  .  "Veterans  comprise  nearly  half  the 
country's  male  population  over  65,"  he 
said,  adding  that  "within  the  next  few 
years,  millions  of  WWII  veterans  will 
reach  that  age  group,  and  for  the  rest  of 
this  century,  the  majority  of  older 
American  men  will  be  veterans."  The  new 
Geriatrics  and  Gerontology  Advisory 
Committee  is  comprised  of  experts  on 
aging  from  outside  government  and  is 
chaired  by  Ewald  W.  Busse,  M.D.,  associ- 
ate provost  and  dean  of  medical  and 
allied  health  education  at  Duke  Uni- 
versity .  .  .  The  committee  will  evaluate 


VA's  eight  Geriatric  Research,  Education 
and  Clinical  Centers  designed  to  attract 
and  develop  superior  geriatrics  staff 
members  .  .  .  Further,  the  committee  will 
help  VA  plan  research  related  to  the  ag- 
ing, and  will  seek  participation  from 
other  federal  agencies  in  associated 
health  fields.  The  team  is  also  expected 
to  recommend  new  programs  of  compre- 
hensive health  care  services  for  the 
elderly  veteran. 

"FORGOTTEN"  SPOUSES  MAY  BE  ELIGIBLE  FOR 
AIR  FORCE  BENEFITS  .  .  .  The  Air  Force  is 
looking  for  "forgotten"  spouses  of  deceased 
Air  Force  veterans  who  may  not  know  they 
are  eligible  for  new  Military  Survivor 
Benefit  Plan  (SBP)  annuities  .  .  .  Last  year, 
legislation  was  passed  granting  SBP  an- 
nuities to  spouses  of  Air  Force  veterans 
who  died  on  active  duty  before  September 
21,  1972,  with  at  least  20  years  of  active 
service  .  .  .  The  Air  Force  has  no  way  of 
directly  contacting  these  spouses.  Persons 
who  think  they  might  qualify  for  these 
SBP  annuities  should  call  the  Air  Force  Ac- 
counting and  Finance  Center  toll-free  at 
(800)  525-0104  or  write  to  AFAFC/RPBA, 
Denver,  CO  80279. 

VA  COUNCILS  TO  TACKLE  FRAUD  AND  ABUSE  .  .  . 
The  VA  has  announced  a  nationwide  VA  em- 
ployee program — the  Inspector  General  Ad- 
visory Councils — to  review  selected  agency 
programs  and  discuss  ways  in  which  they 
may  be  vulnerable  to  fraud,  waste  and 
abuse  .  .  .  The  councils  are  the  creation 
of  VA's  new  Inspector  General,  Frank  S. 
Sato,  who  believes  this  new  program  will 
provide  positive  and  constructive  input 
into  VA's  management  system  .  .  .  Service  on 
the  advisory  council  will  be  completely 
voluntary  and  will  be  performed  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  employee's  regular  duties. 
Initial  membership  is  limited  to  managers 
and  supervisors,  but  eventually  the  pro- 
gram will  be  opened  to  all  employees 
and  the  councils  expanded  to  all  VA 
field  installations. 

EX-POWS  GET  IMPROVED  BENEFITS  .   .  . 
Former  POWs  who  were  incarcerated  for  as 
little  as  30  days  may  now  have  disabili- 
ties accepted  as  having  been  incurred  in 
service  without  having  to  furnish  medical 
proof.  The  30-day  incarceration  period 
(it  used  to  be  six  months)  is  contained 
in  recently  enacted  legislation  which 
also  waives  the  two-year  period  following 
service  during  which  service-connected 
psychological  disorders  must  manifest 
themselves.

istration  has  the  type  of  employees 
you've  described,  will  this  make  your 
task  a  simple  one? 

A.  Although  I'm  comfortable  with 
what  we  have  to  do,  I  know  we're 
going  to  have  some  very  difficult 
days  ahead  as  we  try  to  meet  the 
demands  of  our  veteran  population 
and  prevent  any  erosion  of  veterans' 
benefits.  At  the  same  time,  we're  go- 
ing to  try  to  assist  the  President  in 
getting  a  balanced  budget  by  1984. 

It's  going  to  be  a  difficult  task. 
There  are  going  to  be  all  kinds  of 
opposing  interests  between  Capitol 
Hill,  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  and  veterans  groups.  It's  go- 
ing to  take  a  tremendous  amount  of 
cooperation  and,  particularly,  com- 
munication between  all  of  those  in- 
terests. But  I  don't  think  it's  an  im- 
possible task  and  I  look  forward  to 


Robert  P.  Nimmo,  59,  a  Califor- 
nia legislator  and  rancher,  was  sworn 
in  as  the  11th  Administrator  of  Vet- 
erans Affairs  on  July  15.  Shortly 
thereafter,  in  his  first  interview  with 
a  veterans'  publication,  he  met  with 
Legion  Magazine  Managing  Editor 
Jerry  Atchison  and  National  Veter- 
ans Affairs  and  Rehabilitation  Di- 
vision Director  Robert  E.  Lyngh. 
Following  are  some  highlights  of 
that  interview. 

Q.  Why  did  you  accept  the  ap- 
pointment as  Administrator  of  Veter- 
ans Affairs  and  what  qualities  do  you 
have  that  suit  you  for  the  job? 

A.  I'm  here,  first  of  all,  because 
of  my  loyalty  to  the  President  and 
because  of  my  sense  of  obligation  to 
him  and  his  programs.  In  addition, 
I'm  here  because  I  think  I  can  serve 
him  in  this  particular  capacity  prob- 
ably better  than  some  of  the  other 
candidates  who  were  discussed. 

During  my  courtesy  calls  on  Cap- 
itol Hill,  I  was  asked  by  some  mem- 
bers of  Congress:  "Do  you  really 
think  you  have  the  qualifications  for 
this  job?  Do  you  have  the  experi- 
ence, the  management  ability?" 

I  don't  know  what  training  ground 
there  is  to  properly  administer  an 
agency  with  a  $24.8  billion  budget 
a^d  230,000  employees.  The  only 
thing  that  gives  me  my  sense  of  con- 
fidence is  that  most  peoole  try  to  be 
reasonable  and  try  to  do  their  jobs 
well.  My  37  years  of  exposure  to  the 
federal  system  has  convinced  me  the 
vast  majority  of  government  em- 
ployees sincerely  believe  in  what 
they  are  doing,  that  they  are  compe- 
tent and  that  they  want  to  do  what's 
right — as  long  as  there  is  leadership 
at  the  top  which  not  only  provides 
direction  but  supports  them  as  well. 

Q.  Given  that  the  Veterans  Admin- 


Q.  You've  described  your  loyalties 
to  the  President  in  accepting  a  job 
that  dictates  you  be  the  loyal  advo- 
cate of  the  veterans  you  serve.  How 
do  you  intend  to  resolve  what  could 
end  up  being  a  conflict  of  loyalties? 

A.  I  have  to  make  the  decisions 
which  I  think  represent  balance  and 
equity  between  those  conflicting  in- 
terests. Now  what  I  perceive  to  be 
balance  and  equity  will  surely  not 
be  perceived  as  such  at  certain  times 
by  members  of  Congress,  OMB  or 
perhaps  veterans  groups.  That's  in- 
evitable. 

I  already  have  some  disenchanted 
friends  on  Capitol  Hill  who  question 
my  sense  of  balance  and  equity.  But 
that  comes  with  making  decisions. 
Leadership  inevitably  involves  some 
tension,  some  conflict  and,  some- 
times, controversy.  You  just  have  to 
be  prepared  to  deal  with  that. 

Q.  Although  the  President  cam- 
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paigned  as  a  staunch  veterans  advo- 
cate, one  of  the  first  proposals  to 
come  out  of  the  Administration  was 
an  $800  million  cut  in  the  VA  budget. 
How  do  you  explain  that? 

A.  As  you  know,  the  President 
committed  himself  to  reducing  the 
federal  budget  by  $35  to  $40  billion. 
So  as  soon  as  he  came  into  office 
he  was  faced  with  a  budget  that  he 
had  to  cut  very  quickly.  The  time 
constraints  were  severe  and  he  was 
trying  to  put  a  new  team  together. 
People  were  given  a  fairly  free  hand 
right  from  the  beginning. 

Obviously,  some  mistakes  were 
made.  I  think  (OMB  Director) 
Dave  Stockman  had  something  on 
the  order  of  nine  days  to  find  those 
cuts  in  the  budget.  Unfortunately, 
there  was  just  not  time  for  proper 
analysis  of  all  those  programs  he  had 
to  deal  with  and  what  the  conse- 
quences might  be.  So  the  budget  cuts 
that  were  proposed  for  the  VA  were 
unfortunate. 

Happily,  the  President  recognized 
that  very  quickly  and  corrected  it. 


As  you  know,  the  current  budget  is 
about  $1.4  billion  greater  than  the 
last  Carter  budget.  It  still  represents 
about  a  $300  million  reduction  of  the 
total  proposal,  but  that  manifests  it- 
self in  the  slippage  of  some  construc- 
tion projects.  It  did  not  result  in  any 
decrease  in  medical  care  and  did  not

result  in  any  reduction  in  forces  to 
the  detriment  of  veterans'  programs. 

Q.  There  are  still  problems,  how- 
ever, with  the  VA's  health  care  deliv- 
ery system;  problems  like  understaff- 
ing,  overcrowding  and  deteriorating 
facilities.  How  do  you  propose  to 


solve  these  problems? 

A.  The  solutions  for  upgrading 
medical  care  are  not  going  to  take 
place  over  night.  The  process  is  too 
slow  and  cumbersome  and  the  dol- 
lars don't  come  in  fast  enough.  What 
we  must  do  is  speed  up  the  process 
if  we  can. 

I  get  really  distressed  when  I  talk 
about  what  I  think  are  some  fairly 
simple  and  urgent  management  im- 
provement techniques  and  people 
start  talking  in  terms  of  requiring 
between  two  and  three  years  to  bring 
those  to  fruition.  I  just  can't  accept 
that. 

We  don't  have  time  to  delay  the 
preparations  needed  for  taking  care 
of  the  aging  veteran  population.  It's 
coming  on  us  very  rapidly.  We've 
got  to  do  some  really  careful  plan- 
ning to  accommodate  that  population. 
It's  going  to  involve  an  examination 
of  all  the  facilities  we  have  and  those 
that  are  planned.  We  have  some 
acute  care  facilities  that  are  old  and 
that  really  don't  have  the  case  loads 
Continued .  . .

that  warrant  keeping  them  open. 
They  probably  should  be  converted 
into  nursing  care  facilities  since 
we're  going  to  need  more  and  more 
such  facilities  as  time  goes  on. 

We  also  have  to  look  carefully  at 
our  whole  physical  plant  from  top 
to  bottom,  and  institute  some  careful 
long-range  planning  to  see  where  we 
want  to  go.  We  have  to  do  that  not 
just  in  the  health  care  field  but  in 
the  way  we  run  the  entire  operation. 
The  data  processing  area,  for  ex- 
ample, has  grown  just  like  Topsy. 
It's  not  doing  nearly  the  job  that  it 
ought  to  be  doing  given  how  much 
money  we  spent  on  it.  So  that,  too, 
has  to  be  part  of  the  long-range  plan- 
ning which,  in  turn,  will  allow  us  to 
improve  the  medical  care  system. 

One  of  the  things  that  has  struck 
me  in  the  short  time  I've  been  here 
is  the  absence  of  this  careful  long- 
range  planning  needed  to  meet  those 
future  needs.  It  isn't  just  the  num- 
bers of  the  veterans  population  that 
are  going  to  be  placing  demands 
upon  us,  but  where  those  demands 
are  placed.  For  example,  we  built 
some  new  facilities  in  Florida  and 


they're  already  overcrowded. 

Q.  What  priority  tasks  have  you 
set  for  yourself  and  your  people? 

A.  I  want  to  give  immediate  pri- 
ority to  the  role  of  the  comptroller, 
the  planning  and  program  evaluation 
division  and  to  information  services. 
I  think  all  three  of  these  areas  have 
to  receive  some  emphasis  they've 
not  had. 

There  has  to  be  a  new  interplay 
between  the  comptroller  and  plan- 
ning and  program  evaluation  to  in- 
sure we  have  better  control  of  where 
our  money  is  being  spent,  and  con- 
tain costs  where  we  can.  For  a  good 
many  years,  up  until  the  Carter  Ad- 
ministration, Congress  was  very, 
very  free  with  its  money  for  veterans 
affairs.  They  asked  simply  that  we 
take  care  of  the  veteran  and  costs 
were  not  all  that  much  of  a  concern. 

Now  they  are  a  concern.  We've 
gone  from  a  $11.5  billion  to  a  $25 
billion  budget  in  nine  years  and 
we're  going  to  go  to  a  $50  billion 
budget  in  about  six  years  at  the 
present  rate.  So  we've  got  to  find 
some  way  to  contain  costs. 

I  also  mentioned  information  ser- 


vices. I  think  the  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration has  suffered  from  a  lack  of 
credibility  in  recent  years,  a  loss  of 
stature  in  the  public  eye  and  that 
hurts  the  veterans  when  it  happens. 
I  think  we  have  to  restore  the  status 
of  the  Veterans  Administration,  not 
only  among  the  public  generally,  but 
right  here  in  this  town.  Our  status 
needs  to  be  upgraded  both  in  the 
Congress  and  the  White  House. 

We're  going  to  continue  to  get 
some  bad  publicity  when  we  deserve 
it.  We  have  some  situations  in  some 
hospitals  that  have  got  to  be  cleaned 
up  and  we're  going  to  get  some  bad 
publicity  in  connection  with  that. 

Q.  What  emphasis  will  you  place 
on  information  services? 

A.  What  we  have  not  been  doing 
is  getting  good  publicity  for  the  good 
we  do.  And  the  public  is  not  aware 
of  the  so  many  good  things  we  do. 
It  really  is  a  shame.  If  we  can  let 
people  know  the  good  we're  doing 
and  the  contributions  we're  making 
to  society,  then  we  can  take  some  of 
those  bad  hits  and  it  won't  hurt  us 
that  much. 

Another  aspect  of  that  is,  where 


I'm  here  for  however  long 
it  suits  the  President . . . 


we  have  taken  some  of  these  bad 
hits,  we  have  said  nothing  until  we 
get  hit  by  a  news  release  from  a  Con- 
gressman or  a  grand  jury  is  ap- 
pointed or  the  FBI  is  making  an  in- 
vestigation. The  appearance  is  that 
we're  not  trying  to  clear  up  our  own 
problems. 

I  want  to  turn  that  around.  The 
minute  I  find  out  we  have  a  prob- 
lem some  place,  I  want  to  try  to  pre- 
empt those  people  and  say  we're 
going  to  clean  it  up  as  opposed  to 
letting  somebody  else  say  that 
they're  going  to  clean  up  the  Veter- 
ans Administration. 

Q.  One  of  the  "bad  hits"  the  VA 
has  taken  recently  has  been  over  its 
handling  of  the  Agent  Orange  ques- 
tion, particularly  that  the  VA  is  mov- 
ing too  slowly.  How  do  you  respond 
to  such  criticism? 

A.  I  think  we  have  moved  too

slowly,  but  I'm  really  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  explain  why.  It's  an  issue  that 
clearly  needs  to  be  resolved  as 
quickly  as  possible.  The  difficulty  is 
that  it's  not  an  issue  which  lerds  it- 
self to  a  quick  or  easy  resolution. 
There's  a  clamor  from  some  quarters 
for  us  to  simply  assume,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  clear  medical  knowledge, 
that  any  complaint  a  veteran  has 
that  is  not  explainable  in  some  other 
context  be  attributed  to  Agent  Or- 
ange. That  clearly  is  not  a  logical  or 
responsible  approach  to  take,  as 
some  members  on  the  Hill  are  recom- 
mending. 

What  we  do  hope  is,  that  while 
we  are  trying  to  find  out  if  there  is 
any  linkage  between  Agent  Orange 
exposure  and  illness  or  birth  defects, 
the  veterans  who  were  exposed  or 
feel  they  have  a  related  problem  will 
establish  their  claim  with  the  medi- 
cal system  through  the  VA  Medical 
Centers.  If  we  do  find  a  linkage 
somewhere  down  the  line,  we'll  be 
prepared  to  take  their  problem  and 
handle  it  as  it  should  be  handled. 

One  aspect  of  that  problem  is  that 
in  so  many  of  our  hospitals  we  have 
tremendous  case  loads.  So  doctors 
try  to  devote  their  time  to  those 
whom  they  think  they  can  help. 
They  just  don't  think  they  can  take 
time  for  that  kind  of  counseling.  But 
it's  needed,  no  question  about  it. 

Q.  Case  loads  notwithstanding, 
some  veterans  have  charged  the  VA 
doctors  are  not  doing  everything  they 
can  or  should  for  the  Agent  Orange- 
exposed  vet.  Is  there  any  basis  to 
those  charges? 

A.  I  have  a  hard  time  responding 
to  that  question  because  I  haven't 
talked  to  many  doctors  or  been  in 
that  many  hospitals.  To  the  extent 
that  I  have  visited  VA  hospitals  and 
talked  with  doctors,  I'm  impressed 
with  their  sincerity  and  what  they're 
doing.  But  doctors  come  from  a  sci- 
entific background  and  it's  some- 
times hard  to  expect  them  to  be 
terribly  sympathetic  if  there  is  no 
medical  evidence  to  suggest  a  guy's 
complaint  has  a  scientific  basis. 

To  the  extent  that  their  training 
and  background  permit,  the  doctors 
are  being  as  sympathetic,  helpful 
and  conscientious  as  possible.  There 
may  be  a  perception  of  a  lack  of 
sympathy  among  some  patients  and 
that's  difficult  to  overcome.  I  think 


all  of  us  have  had  the  experience  at 
one  time  or  another  when  we  thought 
we  really  had  something  wrong  with 
us,  went  to  a  doctor  and  discovered 
we  didn't  really  have  anything 
wrong.  It's  difficult  to  accept.  You 
feel  a  little  embarrassed  or  foolish  or 
think  you've  got  a  bad  doctor — one 
or  the  other. 

Q.  In  spite  of  your  years  of  federal 
and  state  service,  have  you  received 
any  surprises  since  taking  over  as  Ad- 
ministrator? 

A.  Yes.  The  biggest  one  is  simply 
the  complexity  of  the  agency,  partic- 
ularly in  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery — our  interaction 
with  university  hospitals  and  teach- 
ing hospitals,  the  research  we  do,  the 
money  we  spend,  the  extent  to  which 
electronic  computers  play  a  role  in 
medical  research  and  the  limitations 
placed  upon  us  by  inadequate  data 
processing  equipment.  Those  were 
all  big  surprises. 

I  was  a  little  surprised  at  the  ex- 
tent to  which  members  of  Congress 
consider  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion— or  some  aspect  of  the  VA — to 
be    their    private    little  bailiwick

where  they  can  call  all  the  shots. 
The  other  day,  I  reversed  a  decision 
made  by  my  predecessor  and  I  had 
a  Congressman  just  irate  with  me. 
He  said,  "That's  my  project."  I 
thought  it  was  mine. 

It  doesn't  upset  me  or  leave  me 
totally  frustrated  because  I  under- 
stand how  those  people  think  and 
there  are  always  ways  to  get  around 
them — if  you're  patient  and  commu- 
nicate well. 

Q.  At  the  risk  of  sounding  prema- 
ture, how  would  you  like  to  have  your 
tenure  as  VA  Administrator  remem- 
bered? 

A.  I  would  like  to  be  remembered, 
first  of  all,  as  a  straightforward  guy 
who  did  what  he  thought  was  best  no 
matter  what  the  pressures  or  the 
conflicts. 

Beyond  that,  I  hope  I  can  be  re- 
membered as  one  who  improved  the 
management  of  this  agency,  who  was 
able  to  get  the  bureaucracy  under 
control,  who  got  all  the  230,000  em- 
ployees (or  however  many  we  have 
when  I  depart)  pulling  in  harness 
and  enthusiastic  about  what  they 
are  doing,  and  in  that  enthusiasm  a 
better  delivery  of  benefits  to  the 
veteran. 

If  I  can  do  that,  and  if  the  veterans 
are  aware  of  that,  and  the  President 
is  happy,  I  couldn't  ask  for  anymore. 

Q.  What  reassurances  can  you  give 
the  veteran  that  you  and  the  Reagan 
Administration  have  their  best  inter- 
ests at  heart? 

A.  In  the  14  years  or  more  I  have 
known  the  President,  there  is  no  one 
I  have  known  to  have  more  concern, 
more  compassion  for  the  people  who 
contribute  to  the  defense  of  this 
country — in  time  of  war  or  any  time. 
He  truly  regards  veterans  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Armed  Forces  as  the  fin- 
est of  our  nation.  The  last  thing  he 
would  ever  want  to  do  is  deny  them 
the  benefits  which  they  deserve  and 
to  which  the  country  is  committed. 

We  are  going  to  face  difficult  fi- 
nancial times.  Out  of  that  is  going 
to  come  the  necessity  for  containing 
costs,  for  tightening  up  here  and 
there,  and  we  hope  that  all  your 
readers  understand  we  are  going  to 
do  our  level  best  to  keep  a  sound 
economy.  But  at  the  same  time, 
we're  going  to  deliver  the  benefits 
we're  obligated  to  deliver.  ■

Rainbow  Post  283  in  Cayuga,  IN, 
may  not  be  large  by  many  standards 
(110  members),  but  that  doesn't 
mean  their  charitable  efforts  don't 
go  over  in  a  big  way.  Recently,  they 
decided  to  put  on  a  Bluegrass  Festi- 
val "and  more"  with  all  profits  going 
to  the  League  of  Families. 

The  Festival's  "and  more"  may 
have  been  just  as  big  a  draw  to  this 
community  near  the  Illinois  border 
as  the  music.

According  to  Festival  organizer 
Joe  Daniels,  the  Post  hopes  to  make 
the  event  an  annual  occurrence.

With  more  than  100  Legionnaires 
from  the  Dept.  of  France  looking  on, 
the  city  of  Paris  recently  inaugu- 
rated Place  du  General  Patton 
(General  Patton  Square),  thus 
marking  one  of  the  few  times  a 
square  in  Paris  has  been  named  for 
a  foreigner. 

The  unveiling  of  the  plaque  mark- 
ing the  square's  new  name  was  per- 
formed by  Paris  Mayor  and  former 
French  Prime  Minister  Jacques  Chi- 
rac. Following,  U.S.  Ambassador 
Arthur  A.  Hartman  addressed  the 
crowd,  pointing  out  that  the  general 
had  studied  equitation  (horseman- 
ship) at  the  famous  French  Army 
Cavalry  School  in  Saumur  in  1912- 
13.  When  WWI  broke  out,  Patton 
offered  his  resignation  in  the  U.S. 
Army  in  order  to  go  to  France  and 
enlist  in  the  French  Army.  This  was 
subsequently  refused  and  he  spent 
the  war  years  as  aide-de-camp  to 
Gen.  John  J.  Pershing. 

The  proposal  for  naming  a  Paris 
square  in  Patton's  honor  came  from 
Professor  Paul  Pin,  a  former  French 
Army  lieutenant  who  served  in  a 
French  detachment  of  Gen.  George 
S.  Patton's  Third  Army  in  WWII. 

Besides  The  American  Legion 
delegation  from  Paris  Post  1,  the 
crowd  of  about  2,000  people  in- 
cluded many  prominent  French  mil- 
itary dignitaries  and  Patton's  grand- 
daughter, Margaret.  Earlier,  she  had 
visited  the  French  Army  Cavalry 
Museum  where  she  donated  her 
grandfather's  boots  and  spurs. 

While  almost  all  streets  and 
squares  in  Paris  have  been  named 
for  Frenchmen,  Patton  joins  a  small 
group  of  foreigners,  including  Frank- 
lin D.  Roosevelt,  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin, George  Washington  and  Win- 
ston Churchill  to  be  so  honored.

Around  the  Dept.  of  Florida,  when 
they're  talking  about  a  "Legion- 
naire's Legionnaire,"  they're  talking 
about  Robert  J.  "Bob"  Shackett,  our 
October  Legionnaire  of  the  Month. 

When  Bob  was  elected  12th  Dist. 
Cdr.  last  year,  he  traveled  more  than 
15,000  miles  to  fulfill  his  obligations 
while  still  making  sure  he  never 
missed  a  Post  meeting.

VA'sQft A  CORNER 

These  are  questions  representative  of 
those  the  Veterans  Administration  is 
frequently  asked.  For  more  information 
contact  your  Post  Service  Officer,  local 
VA  office  or  write  directly  to:  Veterans 
Administration  (20),  Washington,  D.C. 
20420. 

Q.  Can  I  enroll  in  a  vocational  or 
trade  school  under  the  GI  Bill? 

A.  Yes.  You  can  use  your  GI  Bill 
education  benefits  at  any  approved 
vocational,  technical  or  trade  school. 

Q.  I'm  a  Vietnam  veteran  and  have 
been  thinking  about  visiting  one  of  the 
VA's  Vet  Centers.  Do  the  centers  offer 
any  help  for  wives  of  Vietnam  vet- 
erans? 

A.  Yes.  The  Vet  Centers  will  be 
glad  to  help  any  Vietnam  veteran,  in- 
cluding wives.  The  centers  were  de- 
signed to  help  Vietnam  Era  veterans 
readjust  to  society  and  often  unhappy 
home  lives  contribute  to  the  veterans' 
problems. 

Q.  Are  WWI  veterans  eligible  for 
VA  outpatient  medical  care? 

A.  Yes.  All  veterans  of  WWI  are 
eligible  for  VA  outpatient  care  for  any 
medical  condition. 

Q.  I  was  honorably  discharged  from 
the  Army  after  serving  four  years,  part 
of  which  was  in  Vietnam.  Can  I  use 
my  entitlement  for  a  home  loan  and 
go  to  school  under  the  GI  Bill  at  the 
same  time? 

A.  There  is  no  restriction  on  receiv- 
ing both  of  the  benefits  at  the  same 
time. 

Q.  I  have  been  receiving  VA  out- 
patient care  for  a  service-connected  dis- 
ability. Will  the  outpatient  treatment 
reports  be  sent  to  the  rating  board  for 
re-evaluation  of  my  disability? 

A.  Generally,  the  veteran  or  his  rep- 
resentative must  request  that  the  trat- 
patient  treatment  reports  be  reviewed 
by  the  rating  board  for  possible  re- 
evaluation  of  the  disability. 

Q.  When  are  dividends  paid  on 
participating  National  Service  Life 
policies? 

A.  Dividends  are  normally  paid  on 
the  anniversary  date  of  the  insurance 
policy. 

Q.  Can  closing  costs  be  included  in 
the  amount  of  money  the  government 
guarantees  for  a  GI  home  loan? 

A.  No.  All  such  costs  must  be  paid  in 
cash.

Some  of  our  readers  who  have 
been  assigned  the  new  "ZIP  +  4" 
nine-digit  numbers  have  been  sub- 
mitting changes  of  address  to  the 
Magazine  reflecting  the  four-digit 
addition  to  their  present  ZIP  code. 

Congress  has  delayed  implementa- 
tion of  the  program  until  October 
1983.  Thus,  The  American  Legion 
will  not  be  using  the  "ZIP  +  4" 
codes  on  their  computer-generated 
mailing  lists  until  such  time  as  the 
final  details  of  the  program  are 
worked  out  by  the  U.S.  Postal  Ser- 
vice and  approved  by  Congress. 

Therefore  we  ask  our  readers  to 
not  submit  changes  of  address  re- 
flecting their  assigned  "ZIP  +  4" 
numbers.  When  the  program  is  im- 
plemented, we  will  automatically 
make  the  address  changes  from  in- 
formation provided  by  the  Postal 
Service.  In  the  meantime,  you  will 
continue  to  receive  the  Magazine  at 
home  bearing  your  present  five-digit 
ZIP  code.

Guarding  Your  Heart's  Health

American  Heart  Association  and  the 
U.S.  Departments  of  Agriculture,  and 
Health  and  Human  Services.  Some 
experts,  however,  now  feel  that  even 
the  American  Heart  Association  diet 
is  not  strict  enough  and  they  look 
favorably  on  eliminating  almost  all 
fats  and  oils.  Such  a  strict  diet  pro- 
duced an  actual  reduction  of  athero- 
sclerosis in  one  study  of  people  in 
their  50s,  60s  and  70s.  Consultation 
with  your  physician  is  always  wise 
before  making  major  changes  in  diet 
to  ensure  the  new  diet  is  safe  for  you. 

Tobacco  smoking  is  another  major 
risk  factor  and  Dr.  Wolinsky  warns 
that  heavy  smokers  have  about  five 
times  the  risk  of  nonsmokers.  The 
benefits  ©f  giving  up  smoking  are 
dramatic  for  there  is  a  quick  fall  off 
in  the  CVD  death  rate,  perhaps  in 
as  little  as  a  year.  Sudden  death — 
the  triggering  of  a  very  lethal  uncon- 
trollable heart  beat  (ventricular  fib- 
rillation)— is  associated  with  smok- 
ing, and  within  three  to  four  years 
the  CVD  death  rate  has  fallen  off  by 
about  half  in  former  smokers.  It's  not 
entirely  clear  how  smoking  does  its 
damage,  but  some  researchers  have 
found  it  causes  a  drop  in  HDL,  the 
protective  cholesterol. 

Blood  pressure  is  simply  the  pres- 
sure blood  exerts  against  the  walls  of 
the  arteries.  Each  time  the  heart 
beats  this  pressure  is  maximum — the 
systolic  pressure — as  the  blood  is 
driven  outward.  When  the  heart  re- 
laxes, this  pressure  drops — the  dias- 
tolic pressure.  Both  pressures  are  im- 
portant. When  a  doctor  measures 
these,  he  records  them  as  two  num- 
bers, the  systolic  or  higher  first  and 
then  the  diastolic:  normal  is  120/80 
but  there  is  great  variation  and  doc- 
tors disagree  on  what  is  actually 
normal.  Experts  at  the  Mayo  Clinic, 
for  example,  define  hypertension  as 
"sustained  blood  pressure  readings 
greater  than  160/95,"  and  borderline 
hypertension  as  140/90  to  159/94. 
There  are  some  35  million  hyperten- 
sives and  some  25  million  with  bor- 
derline hypertension  in  the  United 
States. 

Hypertension  is  a  major  risk  fac- 
tor because  it  strains  the  heart  and 
makes  atherosclerosis  apoear  earlier 
and  develop  more  rapidly.  As  Dr. 
Levy  explains:  "If  a  person  has  a 
normal  blood  pressure  120/80,  which 
goes  up  to  159/95,  that  person  is  al- 
ready two  and  one-half  times  more 


likely  to  have  a  heart  attack  than 
someone  with  normal  blood  pressure." 

Hypertension  can  only  be  treated 
by  a  physician  who  has  the  patient's 
cooperation.  It  can  appear  as  early 
as  the  age  of  two  and  regular  blood 
pressure  checks  should  begin  at  that 
age.  Many  experts  are  concerned 
about  the  role  of  salt  and  obesity  in 
hypertension  and  urge  both  normal 
weight  and  a  diet  with  no  salt  added 
to  the  food  either  in  cooking  or  at 
the  table,  and  avoidance  of  today's 
fast  foods  (hamburgers,  pizzas, 
french  fries  and  the  rest)  because  of 
their  enormous  salt  content.  Dr.  Lot 
B.  Page,  a  Boston  University  profes- 
sor of  medicine,  warns  that  even 
though  heredity  plays  a  major  role 
in  hypertension,  it  takes  high  salt 
intake  and  obesity  to  actually  induce 
the  problem.  Studies  have  shown  that 
reducing  overweight  can  lower  mild 
hypertension  by  25/20,  and  cutting 
the  amount  of  salt  eaten  by  half  can 
produce  an  average  drop  of  10/10. 
Proper  exercise  is  also  believed  to 
help  lower  blood  pressure. 

Diabetes,  too,  is  a  serious  risk 
factor,  as  Dr.  Levy  notes:  "Over  80 
percent  of  patients  with  both  juvenile 
and  adult-onset  diabetes  die  of  some 
form  of  premature  cardiovascular  dis- 
ease, usually  heart  attack."  Here,  too, 
the  disease  must  be  diagnosed  early 
and  requires  medical  supervision  and 
treatment. 

The  absence  of  sufficient  daily 
exercise  can  also  create  an  important 
risk  factor.  Though  the  precise  role 
of  exercise  is  not  clear,  experts 
agree  that  the  less  active  you 
are  the  more  likely  you  are  to  suffer 
a  heart  attack.  Exercise  seems  to  be 
of  benefit  by  raising  HDL,  lowering 
blood  pressure  and  reducing  weight. 
Experts  uniformly  recommend  some 
type  of  exercise  program — but  only 
after  a  careful  medical  checkup  (so- 
called  stress  testing)  by  a  soecialist 
who  can  plan  a  prooer  and  safe  pro- 
gram tailored  specifically  for  you.

if  you're  younger;  less  for  women  and 
more  for  men,  all  depending  on  the 
individual.  Try  to  get  20  to  30  min- 
utes of  the  determined  heart  rate 
sustained  at  this  level  and  carried  out 
three  or  four  times  a  week.  But  as 
Dr.  Smithen  admits,  "What  has  not 
been  proven  is  whether  you  actually 
prolong  life  this  way — this  is  still  a 
debatable  question." 

Much  has  also  appeared  in  the 
news  media  recently  about  the  use  of 
alcohol  and  aspirin  for  prevention  of 
heart  attacks.  But  the  picture  is  still 
unclear  and  certainly  controversial. 
American  and  Canadian  centers,  Dr. 
Levy  reported,  have  found  that  those 
who  drank  moderately — about  two 
mixed  drinks  a  day — had  higher  lev- 
els of  HDL  than  non-drinkers.  But 
the  American  Heart  Association's 
Nutrition  Committee  points  out  that 
it's  too  early  to  recommend  a  change 
in  drinking  habits  from  such  prelimi- 
nary observations.  Alcohol,  in  fact, 
contributes  to  excessive  weight  and 
even  alters  the  way  the  body  handles 
the  essential  nutrients  in  food.  Ex- 
perts warn  that  drinking  alcohol  may 
even  result  in  cardiovascular  disor- 
ders and  indirectly  contribute  to 
atherosclerosis.  In  fact,  they  conclude 
that  "there  is  no  doubt  that  the  dan- 
gers of  acute  or  chronic  excessive 
alcohol  intake  far  outweigh  any  theo- 
retical beneficial  effect  on  HDL  cho- 
lesterol." 

The  value  of  aspirin,  too,  is  uncer- 
tain. It  has  been  shown  that  four  as- 
pirin a  day  can  prevent  stroke  in 
some  50  percent  of  men — but  the 
evidence  of  its  value  in  preventing 
heart  attacks  is  controversial  and  in- 
conclusive. Over  a  four-year  period, 
NHLBI  gave  nearly  5,000  patients, 
who  had  previously  had  heart  at- 
tacks, three  aspirin  a  day  to  see  if 
this  could  prevent  deaths  from  fur- 
ther heart  attacks.  This  study  found 
no  significant  difference  between  the 
death  rates  of  those  who  took  aspirin 
and  those  who  did  not. 

As  Dr.  Levy  explains:  "In  fact, 
there  were  slightly  more  deaths  due 
to  recurring  heart  attacks  in  the 
group  which  took  the  aspirin."  How- 
ever, a  British  study  is  said  to  have 
indicated  that  aspirin  does  help  and 
some  experts  suggest  that  a  half  as- 
pirin a  day  or  even  less  may  be  more 
effective.  Most  experts  agree  that  the 
answer  awaits  further  studies  to  con-

clusively  prove  or  disprove  the  value 
of  aspirin  in  preventing  heart  at- 
tacks. 

The  role  of  excess  weight  is  equal- 
ly obscure.  While  it  does  not  affect 
the  heart  directly,  it  is  important  be- 
cause it  intensifies  other  risk  factors, 
raising  the  cholesterol  level  and  blood 
pressure.  However,  fad  diets  are  not 
safe — your  doctor's  advice  should  be 
sought  in  planning  any  needed  re- 
ducing dietary  program. 

The  psychological  or  stress  factor 
has  become  recognized  only  in  recent 
years,  but  as  Dr.  Wolinsky  explains: 
"It  almost  doubles  the  risk  if  one 
examines  stress  in  terms  of  the  indi- 
vidual personality  profile— the  Type- 
A,  Type-B  personalities.  These  are 
now  classified  as  Al,  A2,  B3,  B4, 
based  on  several  criteria — time  ur- 
gency, competitiveness,  hostility  and 
deadline  orientation.  The  maximum, 
or  Al  personality,  has  about  twice 
the  risk  of  heart  attack  or  other  CVD 
as  the  B4  minimal  one.  There  is 
something  about  a  low-key,  affection- 
ate lifestyle  that  seems  to  protect  a 
person  from  cardiovascular  disease." 

To  assess  your  heredity  risk,  Dr. 
Roger  R.  Williams,  University  of 
Utah  professor  of  medicine,  suggests: 
"A  simple  rule  of  thumb  would  be 
as  follows:  a  familial  predisposition 
to  early  coronary  disease  is  suggested 
for  a  man  if  two  or  more  coronary 
deaths  have  occurred  before  age  65 
among  brothers,  father,  grandfathers 
and  uncles.  For  women,  a  positive 
family  history  is  suggested  by  two 
female  coronary  deaths  before  age  70 
in  the  analagous  group  of  relatives.  If 
one  wishes  to  evaluate  a  family  his 
tory  based  on  nonfatal  symptoms  of 
coronary  disease  such  as  heart  at 
tack  and  angina  pectoris  not  resulting 
in  death,  then  the  age  boundaries 
should  be  lowered  to  below  age  55 
for  men  or  60  for  women." 

Yet  with  a  knowledge  of  the  risk 
factors,  you  can  modify  even  your 
hereditary  risk,  for  as  Dr.  Smithen 
explains:  "The  development  of  coro- 
nary artery  disease  is  not  an  inexor- 
ably predetermined  event — although 
determined  by  heredity,  environment 
plays  a  strong  and  dramatic  part.  If 
the  average  person  pays  attention  to 
the  risk  factors  he  can  expect  to 
significantly  cut  down  the  likelihood 
of  heart  attacks  and  other  cardiovas- 
cular disease."

Arms  Race

technology  transfer,  there  are  many 
other  developments  in  a  similar  vein 
injurious  to  our  security  interests. 
While  many  aspects  of  this  subject 
have  been  mantled  in  official  secre- 
cy, transactions  that  have  come  to 
public  view  include  the  following: 

•  A  corporation  in  the  Southwest 
has  sold,  either  directly  or  through 
foreign  subsidiaries,  36  array  trans- 
form processor  systems,  needed  for 
the  development  of  advanced  subma- 
rine detection.  According  to  Costick, 
these  systems  are  now  being  installed 
in  Soviet  ships  used  in  anti-subma- 
rine missions  and,  along  with  other 
technologies  provided  by  U.S.  firms, 
are  capable  of  threatening  the  Tri- 
dent submarine — another  key  com- 
ponent of  our  strategic  deterrent. 

•  Between  1975  and  '79,  on  the 
estimate  of  defense  specialist  Sean 
Randolph,  U.S.  computer  and  elec- 
tronics firms  sold  the  Soviets  $300 
million  worth  of  computer  and  re- 
lated equipment.  Computer  technol- 
ogy is  essential  to  ICBM  guidance, 
ABM  warfare  and  numerous  other 
aspects  of  modern  warfare.  The  So- 
viet "Ryad"  system,  used  in  its 
ICBM  and  SLBM  programs,  is  based 
on  IBM  360  and  370  computers  il- 
legally diverted  into  the  USSR  in  the 
early  1970s.  The  Kama  River  truck 
complex  contains  an  IBM  370  com- 
puter. In  1976,  Control  Data  sought 
to  sell  the  Soviets  an  even  more 
advanced  computer — a  transaction 
halted  by  an  outcry  in  Congress. 

•  In  1974,  the  U.S.  government 
approved  the  sale  to  Poland  by  a 
French  consortium  of  integrated  cir- 
cuits based  on  U.S.-licensed  technol- 
ogy— miniaturized  systems  essential 
to  ICBM  guidance.  These  circuits, 
Costick  notes,  are  typical  "dual-use 
technology,"  used  in  pocket  calcu- 
lators, digital  watches  and  TV  sets, 
but  also  in  ICBM  guidance  and  air- 
craft fire  control  systems. 

•  In  like  fashion,  our  government 
approved  the  sale  to  Moscow  by  a 
Swedish  firm — again  using  U.S.  tech- 
nology— of  the  advanced  air  control 
system  at  Vnukovo  airport  in  Mos- 
cow. This  highly  sophisticated  sys- 
tem employing  computer-guided  ra- 
dar can  detect  any  kind  of  airborne 
object  and  calculate  its  future  flight 
path  with  instantaneous  accuracy. 

•  The  Soviets  also  obtained  the 
RB-211  engine  used  to  power  wide- 
bodied  jets  and  well  suited  to  long 
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range  bombers.  This  engine  was  de- 
veloped with  $300  million  in  research 
and  development  grants  from  the 
U.S.  government. 

•  In  1980,  the  Carter  administra- 
tion approved  the  sale  to  Moscow  of 
$144  million  worth  of  technology  for 
developing  super-hardened  drilling 
bits  for  deep  oil  well  drilling,  technol- 
ogy that  not  only  could  augment  the 
energy  potential  of  the  USSR,  but 
also  could  be  transferred  to  such 
uses  as  making  armored  projectiles. 

These  data  from  a  burgeoning 
record  would  seem  to  bear  out  the 
grim  conclusion  of  Senator  Garn  that 
"what  remains  of  our  once-vaunted 
military  superiority,  on  which  our 
national  security  increasingly  de- 
pends, is  in  part  being  whittled  away 
through  a  wide  variety  of  technology 
transfer  mechanisms  .  .  .  History  will 
show  that  it  was  during  the  so-called 
period  of  detente  that  the  Soviet 
Union  began  to  challenge  Western 
interests  on  a  global  scale  and 
mounted  its  drive  for  total  military 
superiority  over  the  U.S." 

The  alleged  rationale  for  this 
transfer  of  technology  is  that  it  builds 
bridges  of  mutual  dependence  be- 
tween the  U.S.  and  the  USSR,  and 
that  as  such  contacts  grow  the  Soviets 
will  become  more  reasonable. 

In  this  frame  of  mind,  Western 
policy  makers  have  accepted  assur- 
ances that  Kama  River,  though  capa- 
ble of  manufacturing  military  vehi- 
cles, would  be  used  for  essentially 
peaceful  purposes.  And  that  the  ad- 
vanced Cyber  76  computer,  40  times 
faster  than  the  computers  now  being 
used  by  the  Soviet  military,  would  be 
applied  to  "weather  analysis"  and 
"earthquake  studies." 

Such  an  outlook  has  never  con- 
formed to  the  reality  of  Soviet  be- 
havior. That  the  Soviets  would  gladly 
divert  "dual  use"  technologies  to 
military  purposes  should  be  apparent 
to  anyone  familiar  with  the  tenets 
and  performance  of  Marxism-Lenin- 
ism.  As  noted  by  defense  intelligence 
specialist  Jack  Verona,  the  Soviets 
have  the  world's  largest  R&D  force 
— an  estimated  800,000  peoDle — 
working  overtime  to  make  the  USSR 
pre-eminient  in  military  power,  and 
bent  on  absorbing  technology  and  in- 
formation from  the  West. 

"The  Soviet  Union,"  says  Soviet 
historian  Roy  Medvedev,  "is  mov- 
Continued . .  - 
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ing  in  one  direction — toward  the 
strengthening  of  our  military  might 
.  .  .  We  are  going  to  overtake  the 
United  States,  and  that  is  inevitable 
— our  country  is  a  military  machine 
.  .  .  They  don't  realize  that  we  put 
everything  into  rocketry,  that  the 
government  does  not  care  about 
whether  or  not  anything  is  left  over 
for  the  population." 

The  difference  in  mentality  be- 
tween American  theorists  of  detente 
and  their  Soviet  partners  may  be  ob- 
served in  another  facet  of  the  process, 
the  exchange  of  "students"  between 
the  U.S.  and  USSR.  Americans  in 
Russia  typically  study  social  sci- 
ences, liberal  arts  or  cultural  subjects 
(sample  topics:  "The  Heroine  in  the 
Russian  Fairy  Tale"  and  "Perfor- 
mance Practices  in  Russian  Choral 
Music  in  the  Late  19th  and  20th  Cen- 
turies"), Soviet  "students" — whose 
average  age  is  35 — come  to  America 
and  study  aircraft  design,  optics,  la- 
ser technology  and  computers. 

These  "students"  and  other  Soviet 
visitors  to  our  shores,  whose  numbers 
have  increased  dramatically  in  the 
era  of  detente,  show  an  inordinate  in- 
terest in  technical  institutions  such 
as  MIT  and  Cal  Tech,  scientific 
laboratories,  airplane  factories,  elec- 
tronics labs  and  the  like.  In  one 
memorable  case,  Soviet  visitors  to 
Lockheed,  Boeing  and  McDonnell 
Douglas  plants  wore  special  shoes 
that  picked  up  metal  filings  from  the 
floor — helping  them  solve  a  nagging 
problem  in  manufacturing  alloys. 

"Reverse  engineering"  from  Amer- 
ican processes  and  designs  is  a  classic 
Soviet  technique  in  weapons  manu- 
facture. The  famous  "Strella"  missile 
used  by  the  Communists  in  Vietnam 
and  employed  by  Marxist  guerrillas 
around  the  world  was  reverse-engi- 
neered from  the  U.S.  "Red-Eye" 
missile,  obtained  by  Moscow  through 
a  Scandinavian  country.  Airborne 
missiles  used  in  Soviet  MIGs  were 
similarly  reverse-engineered  from  the 
U.S.  Sidewinder  missile. 

In  addition  to  the  technologies  and 
processes  they  can  obtain  through 
purchase  and  "student"  exchange 
visits,  the  Soviets  also  secure  as  much 
as  they  can  through  outright  espio- 
nage and  illegal  purchases.  Last  year, 
the  managers  of  a  California  optical 
firm  were  indicted  for  exporting  so- 
phisticated laser  mirrors  to  the  So- 


viets, technology  now  being  used  in 
the  USSR's  hunter-killer  satellite 
program. 

Such  arrests  and  prosecutions  oc- 
cur because  U.S.  export  law  requires 
the  Commerce  Department  to  police 
— and  prevent — the  export  of  mate- 
rials harmful  to  our  national  security 
interests.  The  U.S.  government  is 
thus  in  the  schizoid  position  of  tak- 
ing punitive  actions  against  the  ex- 
port of  some  strategic  materials 
while  strenuously  encouraging  the 
export  of  others. 

The  irony  of  the  situation  was 
aptly  symbolized  in  1972  when  Presi- 
dent Nixon  announced  the  blockade 
of  Haiphong  Harbor  and  intensified 
bombing  of  North  Vietnam  to  pre- 
vent the  further  influx  of  Commu- 
nist men  and  material  into  South 
Vietnam.  In  suport  of  this  action,  the 
Department  of  Defense  released  re- 
connaissance photos  showing  the 
Soviet  cargo  ship  Michurin  steaming 
toward  Haiphong  with  dozens  of  So- 
viet ZIL  trucks  on  deck,  obviously 
intended  for  duty  on  the  Ho  Chi 
Minh  trail. 

What  was  not  stated  was  that  both 
the  Michurin  and  the  trucks  were 
products  of  U.S.  technology — built 
for  Moscow  courtesy  of  Western  in- 
dustry. We  were  stepping  up  our 
military  pressure  on  the  Communists 
to  prevent  the  use  of  trucks  supplied 
to  them  by  us.  While  this  was  going 
on,  we  were  simultaneously  pressing 
forward  with  the  Kama  River  deal 
to  give  them  still  more  trucks,  later 
used  against  Afghanistan. 

Illustrating  the  mentality  that  has 
prevailed  in  some  official  circles  was 
a  1977  proposal  to  approve  the  export 
of  a  computer  to  the  ZIL  plant.  An 
interagency  memo  unearthed  by  this 
writer  spelled  out  the  differing  atti- 
tudes toward  this  proposal  among 
the  four  government  agencies  that 
participate  in  reviewing  exports. 

"Problem  is,"  said  the  memo,  "that 
a  quarter  of  the  200,000  trucks  ZIL 
produces  annually  goes  to  the  mili- 
tary, including  100  missile  launchers. 
State  and  Commerce  support  ap- 
proval, on  the  grounds  that  U.S.  gov- 
ernment has  licensed  exports  to  it 
several  times  during  the  1970s,  that 
100  missile  launchers  of  a  200,000 
vehicles  annual  production  is  small, 
and  that  the  remaining  trucks  for  the 
military  are  basically  no  different 
Continued . . .

from  heavy  duty  civilian  trucks.  De- 
fense and  ERDA  support  denial  on 
grounds  that  ZIL's  military  contribu- 
tion is  unacceptably  high,  and  past 
export  approvals  should  not  be  dis- 
positive of  the  instant  case." 

Also  suggesting  the  outlook  that 
has  prevailed  at  Commerce  in  recent 
years  was  the  official  reaction  to  mili- 
tary use  of  products  from  the  Kama 
River  truck  plant.  In  May  1979, 
Lawrence  J.  Brady,  then  acting  di- 
rector of  the  Office  of  Export  Admin- 
istration, testified  that  Kama  River 
products  were  being  used  for  military 
purposes  and  that  further  exports  to 
the  plant  'should  be  suspended. 

Rather  than  acting  on  this  recom- 
mendation, Brady's  superiors  argued 
that  the  Soviets  had  never  actually 
promised  to  use  Kama  River  trucks 
for  exclusively  civilian  purposes  and 
that  military  use  was  therefore  not 
"diversion."  Rather  than  cracking 
down  on  the  Soviets,  Commerce 
cracked  down  on  Brady,  relieving 
him  of  export  duties  and  in  effect 
forcing  him  out  of  the  department. 

Even  in  1980,  after  a  supposed 
tightening  of  export  controls  because 
of  the  Afghanistan  invasion,  Com- 
merce approved  the  shipment  of  a 
diesel-engine  assembly  line  that 
would  have  greatly  enhanced  the 
productivity  of  the  Kama  River 
plant.  As  with  the  Cyber  76,  this  was 
halted  only  by  a  vigorous  protest  in 
Congress.  Nor  did  Commerce  make 
any  effort,  in  the  aftermath  of  the  in- 
vasion, to  block  shipments  to  Eastern 
Europe — where  they  could  be  easily 
diverted  to  the  USSR. 

A  standard  justification  for  such 
deals — above  and  beyond  the  sup- 
posed potencies  of  detente — is  that 
if  we  don't  sell  advanced  products 
and  technologies  to  the  Soviets, 
somebody  else  will.  "Foreign  avail- 
ability," in  fact,  is  the  main  argument 
used  by  Commerce  to  promote  re- 
laxed restrictions  on  exports  to  the 
East  and  push  through  disputed  sales. 
If  the  Soviets  can  get  it  somewhere 
else,  why  shouldn't  American  firms 
reap  the  profits  instead? 

Such  arguments  ignore  the  fact 
that  there  is  an  international  struc- 
ture aimed  at  preventing  strategic 
exports  harmful  to  the  interests  of 
the  West  that  could  be  utilized  to 
reduce  the  "foreign  availability" 
problem.  This  is  the  Co-ordinating 


Committee  for  Multilateral  Export 
Controls — Cocom  for  short — which 
includes  the  NATO  allies  and  Japan, 
and  which  is  supposed  to  screen  tech- 
nology transfers  to  the  Eastern  bloc. 

Since  the  objection  of  a  single 
Cocom  member  can  halt  a  transac- 
tion, the  United  States  obviously 
could  use  its  veto  power — not  to  men- 
tion other  kinds  of  leverage — to  pre- 
vent the  flow  of  critical  technologies 
from  our  allies  to  the  Soviets.  Rather 
than  do  this,  however,  we  have  done 
exactly  the  opposite,  using  our  in- 
fluence to  break  down  the  system  of 
controls.  Instead  of  trying  to  prevent 
our  allies  from  seeking  exceptions, 
we  have  led  the  way  in  seeking  them 
ourselves;  in  recent  years  an  esti- 
mated 50  percent  of  Cocom  exemp- 
tions have  been  requested  by  our 
government. 

With  increasing  Congressional 
sensitivity  to  this  problem,  there  are 
signs  that  a  change  of  policy  is  under 
way.  In  the  new  Commerce  Depart- 
ment under  President  Reagan,  Law- 
rence Brady  has  been  brought  back 
and  currently  is  the  Assistant  Sec- 
retary for  Trade  Administration. 
White  House  national  security  ad- 
viser Richard  Allen  is  known  to  take 
a  tough-minded  view  of  the  issue. 
Senator  Gam  and  others  in  Congress 
are  pressing  for  a  much  tighter  set  of 
controls  on  strategic  exports. 

Such  moves  are  all  to  the  good. 
The  evidence  is  overwhelrning  that 
our  technology  is  now  arrayed 
against  us  in  the  strategic  arms  race, 
posing  a  deadly  threat  to  our  secu- 
rity. That  process  must  obviously  be 
halted.  By  the  same  token,  however, 
the  fact  that  the  Soviets  are  so  de- 
pendent on  the  products  of  our  in- 
dustry provides  us  with  potentially 
enormous  leverage  in  the  other  direc- 
tion: by  denying  them  access  to  our 
technological  advances,  while  con- 
tinuing to  make  strides  ourselves,  we 
can  go  far  toward  correcting  the  mili- 
tary balance  in  our  favor. 

"The  Soviets,"  Garn  concludes, 
"have  obtained  too  many  of  the  na- 
tional security  sensitive  technologies 
and  commodities  that  have  provided 
the  U.S.  with  a  margin  of  military 
safety  over  the  Soviet  Union.  Only  a 
dramatic  change  in  our  export  policy, 
combined  with  the  administrative 
capability  to  protect  our  national  se- 
curity, will  be  sufficient  to  do  the 
job."  ■

Golf  Pros  Banned  From  Using  New 
"Hot"  Ball;  Flies  Too  Far 


Tests  Confirm  Extra  Distance 


A  Hustler's  Dream? 


NORWALK,  CT — A  small  Connecticut  company  has  fash- 
ioned a  new  golf  ball  that  outflies  12  of  the  best  balls  on  the 
market,  but  there's  a  catch:  it's  illegal — at  least  for  pros. 

That's  too  bad,  because  we  could  see  some  magnificent 
golf  if  pros  were  allowed  to  play  with  it.  Tests  prove  it  could 
give  even  a  regular  golfer  as  much  as  22  more  yards  off  the 
tee.  A  good  pro  could  make  a  joke  out  of  par. 

To  make  sure  that  doesn't  happen  the  U.S.G.A.  imposes 
strict  manufacturing  standards  on  golf  companies  to  insure 
they  don't  make  golf  balls  that  fly  too  far.  Consequently,  for 
nearly  forty  years  golfers  haven't  had  much  to  choose  from 
when  it  comes  to  golf  balls.  All  major  brands  are  manufac- 
tured in  a  way  that  intentionally  restricts  their  distance. 

Now,  a  small  company  in  New  England  is  offering 
golfers — at  least  nonprofessional  golfers — a  ball  that  pur- 
posely disregards  those  restrictions,  and  the  result  is  a  ball 
that  flies  down  the  fairway  like  a  Ferrari  on  the  run.

The  company 
refuses  to  release  it  to  anyone  but  a  buyer.  They  simply  call 
it  THE  HOT  ONE.  The  real  name  is  sealed  inside  the  box,  a 
secret  between  buyer  and  seller. 

And  while  golf  prides  itself  on  being  a  gentleman's  game, 


it  seems  that  more  than  40,000  gentlemen — and  ladies — are 
playing  with  these  innocent-looking  buzz  bombs. 

What's  special  about  the  illegal  ball?  John  McGuire,  the 
director  of  H  &  L  Labs,  told  me  this:  "We've  doctored  up  the 
ball's  aerodynamics  so  that  it  has  less  drag  and  a  greater 
concentration  of  power  than  conventional  balls.

traveling  all  night,  bone  tired,  just 
to  arrive  in  time  for  another  shot  at 
a  meager  prize  are  over.  Tom  Fer- 
guson of  Oklahoma  City,  OK,  has 
left  those  days  behind  too.  An  all- 
around  championship  title  holder 
for  six  years,  Ferguson  is  now  rodeo's 
all-time  money  winner  with  more 
than  $650,000  banked  within  the  last 
nine  years. 

Like  most  rodeo  cowboys,  Ferguson 
lives  in  a  whirlwind  of  travel.  The 
glamour  rodeos — Calgary,  Pendleton, 
Cheyenne  and  Oklahoma  City — are 
the  ones  that  receive  wide  publicity. 
Most  rodeos,  though,  are  held  in 
small,  hot,  dusty  towns  in  the  West 
and  Southwest,  usually  long  distances 
apart.  Ferguson  might  rodeo  in  seven 
or  eight  different  states  during  a  two- 
week  period  in  the  heart  of  the  sum- 
mer season.  His  style  of  travel  is  a 
bit  different  from  the  cowboy  still 
trying  to  grind  out  $200  a  week:  for 
short  hops  he  drives  his  well- 
equipped  camper  or  pickup,  for  long- 
er trips  he  (and  other  top-money 
winners)  zigzag  around  the  country 
by  airplane.  It  might  be  Florida  to- 
day, Texas  tomorrow  and  Oregon  the 
day  after  that. 

Those  bronc  and  bull  riders  need 
little  in  the  way  of  rigging  and 
equipment  except  a  few  essentials 
and  a  lot  of  guts.  To  win  they  must 
stay  on  a  rogue  bucking  horse  or 
vicious  bull  for  eight  interminable, 
spine-jarring  seconds  while  the  ani- 
mal tries  his  damndest  to  throw  them. 

"It  hurts  when  you  get  throwed," 
says  Calvin  Amy,  20,  of  Howe,  ID, 
"but  it  feels  so  good  getting  back  on 
for  more — and  another  shot  at  the 
money." 

Most  rodeo  cowboys,  like  Amy, 
start  at  around  15  or  16  years  old. 
Unless  they're  badly  injured,  their 
careers  can  last  20  years  or  more. 
Except  for  bull  riders  .  .  .  they're 
considered  old  at  30.  An  exception 
is  Larry  Mahan  of  Brooks,  OR,  who 
at  38  is  regarded  as  the  Arnie  Pal- 
mer of  the  sport,  the  man  who  did 
more  than  anyone  else  to  change  the 
public  image  of  rodeo. 

Mahan  led  a  large  group  of  young, 
scrubbed-and-tubbed,  sober  cowboys 
into  the  game.  Today's  big  names 
like  Tierney,  Ferguson  and  Torricel- 
las  are  a  breed  apart  from  the  old- 
time,  bowlegged,  hard-drinking, 
brawling  characters  who  worked  yes- 
terday's rodeo  circuit.  The  few  older 


wranglers  left  in  the  game  look  with 
distaste  upon  the  younger  men  who 
sport  longer  hair,  flared  jeans  and 
silver  and  gold  jewelry.  The  old 
"whitewalls,"  as  the  young  set  calls 
the  veterans  because  of  their  close 
cropped  haircuts,  blame  Mahan  for 
setting  the  fashions  and  circuit 
image. 

A  six-time  all-around  champ,  Ma- 
han drifts  into  town  in  his  jet  plane, 
passes  up  the  saloons  and  heads  in- 
stead to  the  local  ice  cream  parlor 
with  his  family.  His  clean  lifestyle 
has  snared  more  endorsements  in 
a  year  than  100  other  cowboys  might 
land  in  a  lifetime.  He  owns  land  and 
several  businesses.  His  net  worth 
boggles  the  minds  of  free-spending 
circuit  veterans  who  refer  to  him  as 
"Mr.  Goldfinger." 

Although  semiretired,  Mahan  still 
enters  several  rodeos  a  year,  and 
usually  qualifies  in  three  events: 
saddle  bronc,  bareback  and  bull  rid- 
ing. But  even  Mahan  is  hard  put  to 
explain  why  he  continues  to  rodeo 
after  all  these  years,  especially 
when  he  talks  about  the  bulls. 
"Bulls  are  the  meanest,  rankest  crea- 
tures on  earth,"  he  says.  "Horses 
don't  try  to  step  on  you  after  they 
throw  you  off.  They  are  afraid  they 
will  trip.  But  bulls,  they  love  to  step 
on  you,  break  your  nose,  knock  out 
your  teeth.  They  want  to  kill  you — 
and  they  will  hunt  you  down  in  the 
arena  to  do  exactly  that!" 

Calf  ropers  and  steer  wrestlers  re- 
quire a  special  brand  of  skill  to  com- 
pete in  rodeo's  timed  events,  but  the 
bronc  and  bull  riders  need  the  "luck 
of  the  draw"  since  they  can't  score 
well  on  a  horse  that  loafs  instead  of 
bucking.  Since  the  judges  evaluate 
based  on  rider  skills  and  animal 
prowess,  each  cowboy  says  a  silent 
prayer  that  he'll  draw  a  wild  one 
from  the  common  pool  when  he  pays 
his  entry  fee. 

Some  $8  million  in  prize  money 
was  paid  last  year  to  rodeo  riders. 
Cowboys  entry  fees  constituted  half 
of  the  purses  and  the  local  organiza- 
tions sponsoring  each  event  put  up 
the  rest.  Every  dollar  a  cowboy 
wins  also  earns  him  a  point  in  the 
Rodeo  Cowboys  Association  ratings, 
a  major  factor  at  the  final  champion- 
ships^— the  World  Series  of  rodeoing 
— held  each  December  in  Oklahoma 
City. 

Rodeoing,  though,  is  more  than  a 
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job — it  may  be  the  only  true  all- 
American  sport  since  its  history  is 
tied  solely  to  this  nation's  west- 
ward movement,  an  era  when  bronc 
busting  and  calf  roping  were  every- 
day chores. 

It  all  began  in  the  1870s  with  the 
Texas  trail  herds  arriving  at  Mid- 
western railheads  after  long,  weary, 
boring  cattle  drives.  Sick  of  looking 
at  longhorns,  fed  up  with  the  taste 
of  beans  and  trail  dust,  cowboys 
ached  for  excitement.  Pockets  jin- 
gled with  months  of  trail  pay,  and 
the  saloons  of  Abilene  and  Dodge 
City  swarmed  with  hardened  trail 
hands  four  deep  at  the  bar.  Sooner 
or  later  some  cowpoke  would  leap 
on  a  table  and  boast:  "The  Lazy 
River  Q  Ranch  has  got  the  best 
danged  bronc  buster  you  ever  did 
see — and  I'm  him!" 

It  was  a  challenge  no  rival  out- 
fit could  resist.  Each  had  such  a 
man,  and  anyone  who  doubted  it 
was  invited  to  put  his  money  where 
his  mouth  was. 

And  so  the  contest  was  on. 

Since  those  impromptu  begin- 
nings, rodeoing  has  produced  some 
of  the  nation's  top  sport  thrills  and 
toughest  athletes.  The  game  has 
gradually  become  a  pretty  fair  sized 
money  sport  with  a  large  following 
from  all  walks  of  life.  Yet,  there  are 
no  guarantees  a  cowboy  will  ever 
win  a  dime  on  the  circuit.  Many 
don't.  The  vast  majority  barely 
make  expenses,  and  only  a  few  make 
a  decent  living.  But  that's  the  way 
they  want  it.  Each  man  stands 
alone;  he  succeeds  or  fails  on  his 
own  ability. 

Despite  the  constant  threat  of  in- 
juries, the  luck  of  the  draw  and 
other  obstacles,  cowboys  continue 
to  regard  rodeoing  as  a  way  of  life 
where  a  proud  man  can  do  it  all 
himself.  Each  cowboy  arranges  his 
own  schedule,  pays  his  own  entry 
fees,  sets  his  own  training  routine 
and  nurses  his  own  wounds.  He  talks 
of  "going  down  the  road" — driving 
all  night  in  a  camper  and  sleeping 
six  in  a  motel  room,  following  the 
circuit,  hoping  to  hit  that  "main 
chance." 

It  doesn't  matter  that  there  is  pre- 
cious little  room  at  the  top  or  that 
he  may  never  get  there.  Embody- 
ing the  true  spirit  of  the  West,  he 
gives  his  best  and  never — never — 
stops  trying.  ■

When  I  went  to 
England,  I  just 
knew  it  was  going 
to  be  the  trip  of  a 
lifetime.  I  had 
saved  and  planned 
for  years.

honest-to-goodness  13th  Century  cas- 
tle on  Ilkley  Moor  while  I  was  in  York- 
shire.

After  I  left 
London  the  weather  suddenly  turned 
shivering  cold  and  wet.  By  the  time  I 
got  to  Denton  Hall  I  was  too  tired  and 
miserable  to  care  about  picturesque 
charm  and  history.

I  was  going  to 
be  in  an  old,  drafty  castle.

The  Great  Goldmine

the  Mother  Lode  District.  How  come? 
"Guys  who  are  moving  rocks  around 
are  not  necessarily  digging  gold," 
says  the  Division's  John  Rapp.  Still, 
anyone  who  travels  the  area  on  foot, 
by  jeep  or  helicopter  can  see  both 
placer  (or  alluvial)  and  hardrock 
mining  going  on  all  over  the  place. 

Alluvial  gold,  the  type  deposited 
by  flowing  water — perhaps  eons  ago, 
maybe  just  minutes  ago — is  the  type 
that  set  off  the  1849  Gold  Rush  when 
John  Marshall  found  bits  of  it  in  the 
millrace  at  Sutter's  Mill.  One  may 
find  it  in  dirt  or  gravel,  in  stream 
beds  or  in  the  deposits  from  ancient 
rivers.  This  is  the  gold  you  pan  for, 
sloshing  water  through  until  the 
heavy  gold  particles  settle  to  the 
bottom.  Sluice  boxes  and  rockers  are 
enlarged  refinements  of  this  process 


"State  fumbles  again." 
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where  corrugated  surfaces  catch  the 
gold  particles  as  water  washes  the 
earth  away. 

The  largest  alluvial  gold  mine  now 
in  operation  in  California  is  said  to 
be  the  Star,  a  103-acre  spread  sur- 
rounded by  a  state  park  called  Mala- 
koff  Diggins.  It  was  at  Malakoff  that 
hydraulic  mining  was  carried  to  its 
ultimate  development  in  the  19th 
century.  The  Malakoff  operation 
owned  more  than  seven  square  miles 
of  gravel  deposits  and  used  more 
than  100  miles  of  ditches  and  flumes 
to  carry  water  to  the  four  water 
cannons  with  which  it  blasted  away 
entire  hills.  It  used  100  million  gal- 
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Ions  of  water  a  day  to  wash  20,000 
Ions  of  rock,  soil  and  gravel  down 
through  bedrock  tunnels  onto  sluices 
which  trapped  the  gold. 

From  1866  to  1884  when  it  closed, 
the  Malakoff  produced  gold  worth 
$2,800,000  in  those  days.  The  old 
mine  office  displays  a  replica  of  the 
510-pound  bar  which  represented 
production  for  the  month  of  January 
1882.  It  was  worth  $114,189  then— 
and  more  than  $3,000,000  now. 

Today,  environmental  regulations 
prohibit  the  destructiveness  of  the 
hydraulickers.  Operating  on  the  same 
site,  the  Star  uses  a  bulldozer  to  load 
soil  into  a  dump  truck  which  carries 
it  to  a  trommel.  This  tube,  8  feet  in 
diameter  and  80  feet  long,  sepa- 
rates out  the  big  stuff  as  it  rotates, 
leaving  the  finer  materials  which  are 
washed  across  a  sluice  where  the 
gold  settles  out.  According  to  Arnold 
"Ace"  Castle,  its  superintendent, 
"Nothing  washes  down  the  stream 
and  we  recycle  as  much  water  as  pos- 
sible." At  full  throttle,  the  mine  is 
intended  to  process  100  tons  of  earth 
per  hour.  The  Star  is  run  by  a  sub- 
sidiary of  the  giant  St.  Joe  Minerals 
Corporation. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum 
are  the  individual  shoestring  oper- 
ators. From  early  spring  until  late 
fall,  the  small  creeks  and  rivers  in 
these  Sierra  Nevada  hills  crawl  with 
prospectors.  There  were  300  profes- 
sional dredges  working  the  Yuba 
River  last  summer.  And  in  one  small 
section  there  were  40  prospectors 
working  their  dredges  at  intervals  of 
300  feet. 

In  the  old  mining  camp  town  of 
Downieville,  prospectors  are  dredg- 
ing and  panning  the  stream  that 
flows  through  the  town.  Modern  sour- 
doughs, clad  in  wetsuits  and  using 
underwater  breathing  apparatus,  are 
poking  plastic  hoses  into  crevices 
and  crannies.  Their  gasoline  pow- 
ered pumps  rattle  away,  sucking  up 
the  muck  that  may  contain  gold. 

The  other  type  of  gold  mining 
goes  after  gold  locked  in  stone.  In 
1850,  near  a  mining  camp  called 
Grass  Valley,  George  McKnight, 
chasing  a  stray  cow  over  a  hill, 
stubbed  his  toe  on  an  outcropping 
of  quartz.  Peering  at  the  rock,  he 
discovered  a  vein  of  gold.  The  place 
was  Gold  Hill  (named  later),  and 
the  excitement  generated  by  the  $4 
million  wrested  from  the  stone  in 
Continued . . .

1850-51  made  a  major  industry  of 
hard  rock  mining. 

Hard  rock  mining  requires  digging 
out  the  quartz  ore,  crushing  it  and 
extracting  the  gold  from  the  resulting 
powder.  The  machinery  to  do  this  is 
complex,  bulky  and  costly.  Few  com- 
panies and  fewer  individuals  have 
the  resources  to  mount  a  sustained 
offensive  for  such  an  elusive  reward 
— one  California  geologist  estimates 
a  price  tag  of  $10  million  just  to 
get  a  hard  rock  mine  into  operation. 

Troy  Gold  Industries  president  Al 
Farrell  says  the  time  needed  to  bring 
a  mine  of  this  sort  from  "grass  roots  to 
cash  flow"  is  five  to  10  years.  Troy,  a 
Canadian  corporation,  has  done  it  in 
four  years  at  its  Blazing  Star  Mine 
near  West  Point,  CA.  How?  "The

old-timers  who  sank  the  shaft  in  the 
last  century  found  the  ore  and  we've 
reopened  it  and  expanded  on  it  with 
modern  technology." 

According  to  Farrell,  Troy  has 
spent  millions  to  tidy  up  the  Blaz- 
ing Star  and  three  or  four  other 
mines,  and  to  install  a  mill  to  pro- 
cess 240  tons  of  ore  a  day.  Unlike 
most  mining  operators,  Farrell  free- 
ly tells  how  productive  the  operation 
is.  "So  far,  our  ore  is  all  averaging 
one  ounce  per  ton  and  we  expect  to 
do  175  tons  per  day,  roughly." 

Other  big  corporations  are  active 
in  the  area.  Placer  Services,  a  St.  Joe 
Minerals  subsidiary,  won  a  court  bat-

tie  which  allows  it  to  explore  and 
test  drill  on  the  San  Juan  Ridge.  An- 
other Canadian  company,  Lincoln 
Resources,  Inc.,  has  reopened  Em- 
pire Mine  near  Sierra  City,  CA. 
That  one  had  closed  in  1971,  111 
years  after  it  started.  Lincoln  Re- 
sources has  re-assayed  the  mine,  us- 
ing modern  techniques,  and  estimates 
there's  gold  enough  to  sustain  opera- 
tions for  another  decade. 

Even  in  costly  hard  rock  mining 
there  are  individuals  and  combina- 
tions of  investors  active.  One  of  these 
is  TV  Producer  Michael  Miller, 
whose  Miller  Mining  Company  plans 
to  reopen  two  venerable  mines  near 
Angels  Camp  in  Mark  Twain's 
legendary  Calaveras  County. 

California  mining  experts  esti- 
mate there  are  more  than  3,000 
inactive,  abandoned  mines  in  the 
state.  Most  of  these  are  flooded, 
caved  in  and  so  grown  over  that  their 
entrances  can  scarcely  be  found. 
When  Troy  went  to  the  West  Point 
area,  it  found  many  people  living 
atop  mines  they  didn't  know  existed. 
"They  were  second  or  third  genera- 
tion Californians  who  had  inherited 
their  properties,  but  weren't  aware 
there  was  a  mine  on  it.  After  we  got 
going,"  says  Al  Farrell,  "they  all  be- 
gan to  research  their  backyards." 
And  they  searched  elsewhere,  too. 

Today,  the  number  of  active  min- 
ing claims  on  register  is  at  record 
levels,  according  to  local  authorities 
in  the  Mother  Lode.  Sierra  County 
alone  now  has  1,112  active  claims  on 
record.  Albert  "Turk"  Johnson,  Sier- 
ra County  sheriff,  estimates  that  one 
out  of  every  three  crimes  in  the 
county  stems  from  mining.  In  addi- 
tion to  complaints  of  trespassing  and 
stealing  mining  gear,  "disputes  over 
mining  claims  and  cross-filings  are 
a  daily  occurrence,"  he  reports.  The 
reason  is  simple.  No  one  checks  the 
files  to  be  sure  he  has  a  clear  claim. 
Result?  Just  as  in  the  old  days,  argu- 
ments, threats  and  even  violence, 
punctuated  with  a  few  shots. 

As  Cecil 
Helms  says,  "Gold  mining  is  a  very 
closemouthed  situation."  John  Rapp 
calls  it  "sort  of  a  clandestine  indus- 
try; they  don't  talk  a  lot  about  it  be- 
cause there's  a  pretty  high  unit  value. 
They  get  ripped  off  often,  so  when 
they  produce  gold  they  don't  talk."

Allegheny  miners  were  fired  because 
they  were  "talking  too  much"  about 
a  gold  strike  the  company  had  made. 
Allegheny  has  a  number  of  active 
mines  and  is  plunk  in  the  middle  of 
a  gold-rich  belt.  Dave  tried  to  inter- 
view operators  of  the  town's  largest 
mines,  but  they  refused  to  discuss 
their  mining  operations  for  "security 
reasons."  And  today's  saloon  patrons 
in  Allegheny  may  be  seen  packing 
six-guns  as  they  sip  their  brews. 

Miners  are  leery  of  strangers, 
especially  inquisitive  ones.  Many,  if 
not  most,  keep  a  loaded  weapon 
handy.  And  some  are  known  to  fire 
warning  shots  to  ward  off  nosy 
strangers.  Dave  Carter  covered  the 
case  of  a  drunken  miner  who  fired 
a  pistol  in  the  general  direction  of 
downstate  tourists  who  were  swim- 
ming "too  near"  his  dredging  opera- 
tion. The  man  was  jailed,  fined  and 
put  on  probation  for  two  years. 

There  are  gold  field  rip-offs  that 
hark  back  to  earlier  times.  "Salting" 
digs  with  gold  (sometimes  firing  gold 
from  a  shotgun  into  a  mine  wall) 
and  selling  the  layout  to  unsuspect- 
ing greenhorns  has  been  reported. 
One  of  the  easiest  to  attempt  is  ped- 
dling a  claim  that  doesn't  belong  to 
the  seller.  Prime  targets  for  many 
of  the  rip-off  schemes  are  the  recre- 
ational prospectors  who  have  been 
flocking  to  the  area  from  many  parts 
of  the  country.  There  is  a  substra- 
tum of  these  semi-sourdoughs  who 
"commute"  to  their  digs  from  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Francisco,  drawn 
by  the  golden  lure. 

What  does  the  future  hold  for  the 
current  gold  boom?  The  experts  agree 
that  it  depends  upon  the  market 
price  of  the  metal.  It  it  levels  off  on  a 
permanently  high  plateau,  the  capi- 
tal-intensive operations  will  continue 
and  more  major  corporations  may 
enter  the  field. 

But  the  individuals  and  small- 
time operators,  what  about  them? 
"We've  always  had  optimists  and 
damn  fools  who  believed  they  were 
going  to  strike  it  rich,  and  we  always 
will  have,"  a  long-term,  hard  rock 
veteran  at  Empire  Mine  State 
Historic  Park  said  wryly.  But  the 
ones  who  are  sure  to  strike  it  rich — 
gold  or  not — are  the  businesses  that 
sell  "goldbugs"  their  mining  supplies. 
As  one  mining  supplier  salesman 
put  it:  "That's  the  real  boom  today 
in  the  Mother  Lode."  ■ 
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utilizing  his  hot  pepper.  What  he 
devised  was  a  flavorsome  marriage 
of  lobster,  cream,  butter,  egg  and  the 
cayenne.  It  turned  out  so  well  that 
Delmonico's  named  it  lobster  Wen- 
berg  for  its  creator  and  made  it  a 
feature  of  its  regular  menu. 

The  name-word  turned  out  to  be 
less  enduring  than  the  dish.  One 
evening  the  flamboyant  captain  ar- 
rived at  the  restaurant  in  his  cups 
and  cantankerous.  Loud  and  argu- 
mentative, he  created  a  disturbance. 
Taking  its  revenge,  Delmonico's 
continued  serving  the  popular  dish 
but  reversed  the  "w"  and  the  "n"  so 
that  lobster  Wenberg  became  lob- 
ster Newberg.  Later,  for  good  mea- 
sure, it  altered  the  spelling  to  "New- 
burg."  Thus,  Ben  Wenberg's  pugna- 
ciousness  got  him  alphabetized  into 
second-class  eponymic  standing. 

The  world  of  the  eponymous  is 
endlessly  fascinating,  delightfully 
varied.  There  was  Caesar,  whose 
iron-fisted  rule  of  Rome  inspired 
two  synonyms  for  an  autocratic 
leader:  kaiser  and  czar;  Biblical 
Nimrod  who  was  so  great  a  hunter 
that  marksmen  ever  since  have  been 
called  nimrods;  and  Samuel  A.  Mav- 
erick, a  Texas  rancher  who  refused 
to  brand  his  cattle  and  allowed  them 
to  range  freely,  thus  maverick  be- 
came a  term  for  any  unorthodox  in- 
dividual who  deviates  from  custom. 
And  then  there  was  Col.  Jean  Mart- 
inet who  almost  alone  among  the  of- 
ficer corps  of  the  17th  century 
French  army  struggled  to  stem  the 
military's  drift  into  slipshod,  undis- 
ciplined ineffectiveness.  A  new  min- 
ister, appointed  in  1660  to  oversee 
French  military  affairs,  threw  up 
his  hands  in  despair  and  authorized 
Martinet  to  do  whatever  was  neces- 
sary to  whip  the  army  into  shape. 

Martinet  plunged  ahead  with 
energy  and  a  keen  sense  of  what 
distinguishes  an  army  from  a  mob. 
Devising  systems  of  organization  and 
of  drill  that  would  become  the  stan- 
dard for  all  Europe,  he  drove  his 
troops  hard,  demanding  maximum 
effort  and  polished  execution.  By 
the  time  he  died  in  1672 — acciden- 
tally struck  by  his  own  artillery  while 
leading  an  assault  in  the  siege  of 
Duisberg,  Germany — the  French 
army  had  become  a  disciplined,  ra- 
tionally organized  force.  It  is  fitting 
that  martinet  continues  as  a  name-

word  for  a  rigorous  taskmaster. 

Only  a  hundred  years  later, 
France  was  again  beset  by  a  drift 
into  chaos,  this  time  in  its  economy 
rather  than  its  military.  Louis  XV 
appointed  a  shrewd  economist, 
Etienne  de  Silhouette,  the  control- 
ler general,  to  eliminate  the  fiscal 
quagmire  into  which  the  near- 
bankrupt  nation  was  sinking. 

Attacking  the  economic  prob- 
lems with  an  innovative  vigor  the 
country  had  not  previously  experi- 
enced, Silhouette  made  everyone 
liable  to  taxation,  including  previ- 
ously exempt  officials;  called  for  re- 
duction in  state  pensions  and  man- 
datory surrender  of  silver  for  paper 
currency;  and  devised  a  long  list 
of  new  taxes,  including  a  sales  tax 
on  all  consumer  goods,  an  addition- 
al impost  on  luxury  items,  a  levy 
against  those  with  servants  and  car- 
riages, and  one  on  bachelors.  For 
good  measure,  he  proposed  eliminat- 
ing the  right  of  tax  collectors  to  keep 
a  percentage  of  their  receipts  and 
ending  public  funding  of  the  king's 
gambling  losses. 

Sparing  no  one,  the  radical  pro- 
posals angered  everyone.  Outraged 
citizens  sent  up  howls  of  anguish, 
protesting  that  if  the  measures  were 
enforced  they  would  be  sucked  dry, 
becoming  empty  figures  silhouetted 
into  mere  shadows  of  themselves. 
Protest  won  out  over  fiscal  reform — 
Silhouette  was  dismissed  and  his 
program  abandoned.  But  in  his 
eight  hectic  months  in  office  he  in- 
spired the  name-word  for  a  shad- 
owed outline:  silhouette. 

If  Silhouette  became  eponymous 
amid  controversy  and  protest,  Wil- 
liam Spooner  gained  his  linguistic 
immortality  amid  serenity  and  good 
humor.  Both  dean  and  chaplain  of 
New  College  at  England's  famed  Ox- 
ford University,  he  was  beloved  by 
students  and  faculty  alike.  They 
doted  on  him  for  his  scholarship,  his 
warmth  and  kindliness,  and  his 
metathesis,  a  speech  condition  in 
which  initial  sounds  of  words  often 
become  transposed  involuntarily  so 
that,  as  once  happened  to  him, 
"crushing  blow"  comes  out  as 
"blushing  crow." 

Whenever  Dean  Spooner  ad- 
dressed a  group,  he  faced  a  stand- 
ing-room-only audience,  everyone 
anticipating  a  memorable  transposi- 


tion of  sounds.  This  exerted  pres- 
sure on  him  that  increased  his  ver- 
bal slips  so  that  listeners  were  seldom 
disappointed.  On  one  occasion  "our 
dear  old  queen"  came  out  "our 
queer  old  dean";  on  another  "a  half- 
formed  wish"  emerged  as  "a  half- 
warmed  fish."  The  fame  of  spooner- 
isms spread  far  beyond  Oxford  and 
inventive  individuals  everywhere  be- 
gan manufacturing  their  own  coun- 
terfeits of  the  genuine  article. 

The  love  affair  between  Dean 
Spooner  and  New  College  did  not 
languish  even  when  age  forced  him 
to  relinquish  an  active  campus  role. 
He  simply  strolled  over  from  his 
nearby  home  to  be  among  the  stu- 
dents and  the  books  he  cherished 
and  to  deliver  an  occasional  speech 
spiced  with  such  classic  spoonerisms 
as  his  transformation  of  "conquering 
kings"  into  "kinkering  congs."  Dean 
Spooner  died  at  Oxford  in  1930, 
leaving  behind  a  name-word  that 
evokes  smiles. 

One  of  the  joys  of  eponymy  is 
that  it  is  a  bottomless  well,  never 
running  dry  because  it  is  constantly 
being  refreshed.  Look  what  hap- 
pened when  the  truck  drivers  em- 
ployed by  the  Frisbies,  a  Hartford, 
CT,  family  of  pie  bakers,  began 
amusing  themselves  during  lunch 
breaks  by  scaling  the  tin  pie  plates 
across  the  bakery  yard.  Students 
from  nearby  Yale,  always  alert  for 
new  diversions,  picked  up  pie-plate- 
scaling  from  the  drivers  and  the  game 
gradually  migrated  from  Yale  to 
other  Ivy  League  colleges.  The  pie 
company  disappeared  during  World 
War  II,  but  by  then  plate  scaling 
had  become  a  campus  fixture  in  the 
Northeast.
